Perhaps a good mans Barn is burnt by Lightning,and his Neighbours, 
2-wicked mans, isgunhurt ; God is no reſpeQer of Perſons nor partial, 
it fell out according to natural cauſes, that the Lightning did dire to 
this mans Barn in a contingent manner ; anditis the nature of Light- 
ning, where the Beams and Attoms are conglomerated, and ſo made 
ſtronger, to burn ; if God had with material hands took a Torch and ſer 
it on fire, as Enthuſiaſts ſeem to think himto aQ, ſurely then the juſt 
man had had ſomewhat to have ſaid :-it is a dignity to God to aQ VP” 
cauſes, and one cauſe under another ; the-outward cauſe operates up- 
on the inward cauſe, and the remote upen the vicine, the primary up- 
on the inftrumentary : If a King would have any thing done, and muſt 
do it himſelf, it wonld not be ſuch honour to him, as to do it by ſubſer- 
vient means, and meſſengers; ſo God is the more dignified and ho- 
noured by Nature, then if, as Exthafiafts would have him, he didall im- 
mediately by material Hands, Feet and Mouth, without the intervene 
of natural cauſes.

G OD, we might 
repinz ; the Sx (hines on the good and bad, and rainfalls on the juſt 
and unjuſt : And Man is ordained as Aftronomers will thew by cal- 
culating a Mans Nativity, to this or that good or miſchief char he will 
bardly avoid ; and becauſe we do not fore-know or fore-ſee, we muſt a& 
warily and wiſely ; for we do not know, though it is predeſiinated to us 
to be poor or miterable, orevil, but by our endeavour we may avoid it ; 
for w2 do not knew our Endeavoutrs will be bootleſs, till we ſee the 
event ; ſo we act asif nothing was predeftinated : All our labours and 
endeavours, if it be not ordained, thall not make us rich, or eminent, 
or favoured, or lucky. 
et GOD commgaly ordains a Thing by ordaining the Cauſe; as ſuch 
2 man is ordained to thrive; why ? becauſe he is made of a cunning 
induſtrious and parfimonious temper ;.yet many a great Drcinker,floath- 
ful 2nd unskilfol fellow, in compariſon of ſuch, ſhall thrive and grow 
richzr : Nature is full of variety , and degrees and kindes in every 
kinde.

What b:came of thoſe hundred thou- 
ſands of men that went to redeem Feruſa/em, and CHRIST's Szpul- _ © 
chre from the Turk, in the appellate Holy War ? Surely.Enthuſiaſms are. 
aot regarded by GOD : Many think they are holier than other Men, and 
that GOD muſt proſper them, or that GOD is engaged to make thenr 
ſucceſsful over the wicked, as they imagine : I ſay, No: GOD will 
not alter the courſe of Nature, unleſs upon weighty grounds, and thoſe 
Miracles are. ordained to come ſeldom.

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And let none miſtake me concerning Predeftination, T do not med. 
dle with Predeſtination toSalvation or Damnarion in any ; that is onely 
in GOD's Cabiner-counſel, nor can any tell any thing thereof : nay, 
though Spirits have told ſeveral Secrets of the future Being, they durſt 
never divulge any thing of moment to Mankinde, concerning how we 
ſhall livehereafter, or who (hall be happy, and who unhappy, or how 
many, or how and in what manner. 

Now ſeeing we ſee apparantly the univerſal order , gradation, pro- 
greſs and event of thingy, is after this manner of contingency ; what evil 
or abſurdity is it to allow it a cauſe? and why may we not as honeſt- 
ly and lawfully ſay, The Srars, under GOD, are the natural cauſe 
of all theſe Contingents and caſual Events (caſual, meerly, as to our fore- 
knowledge) as any other things ? - 

Furthermore, the Planets operate upon our Mindes, not onely by mo- 
vins, encreafing and altering the quality of our Hamours (which we 
have largely ſhewn in ſeveral places of our Phyfielogy and Fatroſephy, but 
chiefly in our Chapter of the place of the Soul) bur by raifing Contin- 
ents and intervening Accidents :

One reſolves to kill or u:do ſuch a Perſcr, and he reſolves his mirde 
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ſhall not nor none ſhall intetcede for him ; yet when that per- 
ſon comes and asks forgiveneſs, acknowledges his fault, and promuſes 
and ſupplicates, his minde is changed, and he hath rather ( a minde 
now quite contrary to his former minde) to do him good. 

Another intends to live bravely , and ſpend freely, and. build fine 
Houſes 3 but he ſuſtains a great loſs in his ERate, and then his inten- 
tions alter. : 

But abundance- more may be heaped up unneceſſarily, which the 
common capacity of Men, if they would but conſider, may ſee clear- 
lie. 

And no man I believe, but at divers times is in divers mindes, and 
of different Intentions and Inclinations, though there be nothing in- 
terpoſes, nor no differing or freſh Contingents : and this ſuddain and 
often variation of our Mindexs, Intentions, Defires, Appetites and Af- 
fetiens, mult have a Cauſe ; and what wickedneſs or abſurdneſs is it to 
- attribute it tothe Planets ? for Experience ſhews it, and in Reaſon 
their various and differing motions anſwer to the various and differing 
motions of our Humours and Aﬀe&ions. 

I know by my ſelf, and have heard others ſay, They were moſt melan- 
choly, when they had leaft cauſe; and Lovers are ſometimes wonder- 
fully :oflagrated towards one another ; and at another time; no oc- 
cafion given, quite off from defiring one another. But we migft be 
infinite in theſe things : And Sexzerizs, in Epicom, Sciemie Nat, ſaith, 
Experience ſhews the Humour: are altered by the Stars,and the Minds bythe 
Hamonrs : HMHores ſequantur temper amentuns corperis ; Experientia con- 
rradicere nefas : The Mauners follow the temperament of the Body ; and 
it is unlawful to gain-ſay true and manifold Experience. 

5. All Mankinde was made Upright, with the Countenance wpwards, 
and all Beaſts took downwards to the Earth ; that was ſomewhat in 
Providential Intention that Man might look up to the Stars, and weigh 
the Majeſty of the Heavens; and Beafts were made onely to feed and 
orovel on the Earth , merefore they had not their looks made upwards, 
to view the Glory, and Power, and Wiſdom of their CREATOR, in 
the Heavens and Starry Globe.

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the Rules of the Antients, as our Phyſical Rules,are m_ infirm, and 
true bur ſometimes, and were ill grounded ; and God hath ſo wiſely or- 
dered it, that man ſhall not be certain always therein, for then he would 
be preſumpruous : In many Scheams an Aſtronomer draws, there are 
as many Arguments againlt as for the thing, ſo that he knoweth not 
which to judge ; in moſt Scheams there are ſome Planets that by the 
Sign they are in, or Houſe, or Degree, or Aſpet, deny, according to 
Aktrological Rules, that, that others affurm ; and in ſuch Caſes we muſt 
take the trongeſt, and conclude from the poſirfon of the greater num- 
ber ; as in an Aſſembly moſt Voices carry it. 

7. Letus conſider the Air : What cauſes Rains, Thunder, Winde, 
Miſts, Snow, Froſts, muddy and bright Weather ? do not the Planets, 
and fixed Stars as they are conjoyned with them 2 and how doth the 
Air change our Bodies > I myſelf having weak Eyes, have found them 
far more miſty and aking againſt Rain and in moift Weather ; others 
again(t Froſt andin froſty V Veather, have Irching, and Puſtules break 
forth, ſome almoſt always ; ſome again Rain have their Corns ake ;

wiltin V Vinter go bate-legged, and in Szew, and catch no harm : the 
Conſtitution and Cuftom are both to be confidered : ſome that have had 
Bruiſes will feel pains there upon alteration of weather, and no time 
elſe, after the Bruiſe is healed : divers when the weather begins to be 
open at Sprizg, and warmer, have Puftules, VVheals and Itch bre 
forth ; and io in ſome at fall of the Leaf: ſome have a matter breaks 
forth always at Spring and Fall ; and we ſee Tertian Agues:are mck rife 
at Spring, Quartains at the Fall or ,Aztzwsn; To enumerate no more, 
Hippecrates wn of theſe things, and of the qualities of the VVindes, 
and he will be believed, and in ſuch things his experience may be ta- 
ken, though we muſt not look to finde things ſo as he writ in each other 
- Body, concerning the change of the Air and Weather ; if they hold 
true inevery tenth Perſon,ar is ſomewhat : for we (hall finde ren whoſe 
Bodies are not ſenhibly altered by Rain, or V Vinde, or Thunder, to one 
that is : ſo Brxits and ®laxts foreſhew change of V Veather.

The Vulgar ſay, if a thing comes to paſs that Aſtronomers or 
Aftrologers predict, They are Witches, and do it by the Devil; if ir 
fails, they ſay, Itis a Deluſion, and there is nothing 1n it ; even as they 
judge in other reſpeQs : for if a Me2icine cure one, they think it muſt 
cure others, though of another Diſeaſe ; and if they they knew one die 
of the Jaundice, they will pronounce Death to all : One Swallow makes 
not a Summer : One Experiment is too ſlight, or two,or three, to ground 
our b2lief upon in ſome matters. If it had never failed, men would 
have been preſumptuous , mo would have gone to have known their 
Fortunes ; and that would have been an'inconvenience in all Govern- 
ment, Trading and Actions Men do undergo :- G OD made all things 
upon grave Counſel, and well. weighed Conſiderations, that they ſhould 
hold together ; affut, and not confound one another'; each to keep'its 
place, and nor to do anothers office. .

moſt of the Moderns or Neotericks were out in the Cauſes, they muſt 


needs be in the Signs that they appropriated to ſuch and ſuch Cauſes : if 
there be any diſpute about this, let my Antagoniſts obſerve the twenty 
nexc Patients that come under their hands, (for in ſo many the Rules of 
Nature may be diſcovered) and ſee if their Diſeaſes and Signs will hold 
and run parallel with thoſe of the Diſeaſes they read in Barrow, Roxde- 
letins, Eris, eAyineta, Primrofixs, Rivers, &c. Truly ſo far as I have 
obſerved many Patients, (having writ about x400 Obſervations for my 
owa private uie hitherto) and read Obſervations of many other men, 1 
cannot finde Nature is confined to a methed, or runs in that road Au- 
raors have delivered ; and who ſo epens many, ſhall finde that the Li- 
ver, Spleen, Reins, Gall, S:omach, Lungs, &c. are otherwiſe affected 
than as the Ancijancs thought; and that they do onely caſually and acci- 
dentally light to be ſo affected as the Ancients have deciphered ; the 
affeCtion ot the Bowels1: ine difſeed, agrees chiefly in diſagreeing : 
Taz Liuth is, where we have one Patient that by. concurcence of Signs 

ſeems 
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feems to haveEany one Diſeaſe named in Pragtices of Phyſick, we have 
three thatare referrable to none of thoſe Diſeaſes; and in many Pati- 
ents ſometimes together, we finde ſuch rare Caſes that never before we 
ſaw or read of. Alto the Change-in_ Diſeaſes is very confiderable; to 
day, or in this hour, the Sick moſt complains of Headach ; to morroy, 
ot the next hour, the Headach is gone,or withir remaining is a Stomach- 
pain ; the next day ir is changed into vomiiting and purging, and then 
perhaps that ſtops, and the Party is Heart-burned : and a multitude of 
ſuch various Changes are ſomerime in ſome ſick People, that lie long ; 
and what ſhall we call this Diicaſe > ſometimes many Bowels are weak 
or diſeaſed rogether, and by the Signs, where ſhall the Diſeaſe be ?

by their Water? and this they dofrequently,not.iatending to take Piy- 
ſick, but to beſtow a Groat to know what their Diſeaſe is, (which they 
underſtand agmuchas Geeſe) and how and when they may recover, and 
whether they {hall live or die by their Water ; the which,if a Phyſician 
knows all the Symptoms about-the fick, and his Conſtitution, and could 
ſee intothis Bady, he could not oftentimes truly:determine of : in dy- 
ing people frequently the Water grows better, and:iin well people it will 
change ſtrangely, be ſometimes paler, ſometimes redder ; ſomerimes 
thicker, ſometimes thjnner:;the Nights Water is ofc unlike to the Dayes ;

_ Furthermore, when. che Ugine paſleth only by and through a few parts, 
1 ice not how.it ſhould ſhew the Conſtitution of all parts; it doth ſhew 
chiefly diſtempers of the Kidreys and Bladder, but that being the Ny

way by the K:dneys and Bladder, and Urine, as Water is good to waſh

Thirſt,” want of Appetite, Heat, want of 
Reſt, Faintneſs, one day worſe than another, &c. with variation ; if 
the Urine was pale and thin, I guefled at Obſtruſtions, that it was ſtrain- 
ed; andin Obſtructions uſually are theſe ſymproms, Windineſs, pain 
at Stomach, and Roppage, and loading there with inappetence and Br«- 
dapepſia,or ill digeſtion; ſhort-windedneſs, Aches in Knees and Shoul- 
ders ; and by firs in the Head, paleneſs of Countenance, 'dulneſs to 
Agion and Wearineſs, heavinels of the Mind, &c. bur in Men and 
Womenis great variation ; indeed we ſhall rarely find wwo exaQty alike 
in all things; but theſe things thus conjeRured, have often pleaſed ; 
Bopulns qui vult decigs decipiarer,, That people that will be deceived, ler 
thEh be deceived. Some will underrake to'tell them, whether itis 
a Mans or Womans Water, their Diſeaſe, and wherher they will die or 
hve. 

Indeed in Hair-piſſing, V Vorm-pifling, (which Rexdeleriws ſaith, He 
would not believe, till be had once ſeen them) Stones, Gravel, Blood, 
yellow Urine, zwxcx5 or pus and ſuch like; « ſomewhat is ſheweni of the 
very thing that cauſeth the diſeaſe, but how it is ſeated in the Body, 'in 
what degree, and in what part, we are often to ſeek” notwithſtand- 
ing.

Hippocrates his Apboriſes of Progneſticks were pretty good, ſo much 
as he wrote thereof, and founded upon whathe had experienced ; yer 
becauſe we meet with ſuch variety, we muſt not expe them to hold 
00d (as to the plurality of them) in each other perſon that they con- 
cem; tis well if in one in three they hold good 3 and ſome of 1hem will 
rarely be found true, becaufe Hippocrates writ them from the Obſerva- 
tion of ſome one {ingular caſe we (hall ſeldom ſee again,or eſpecially to

I. Every Diſeaſe how dangerous and truculent foever, is not in all 
and at all times Mortal ; nor 18s any Diſeafe ſo light and trivial, but at 
ſometimes in ſome it may lead to death. 7 

II. Rarely in any one fick perſon ſhall we find all Signs Mortal, ex- 
cept nigh death; nor rarely tn any confiderable ſickneſs (hall we finde all 
figns of health ; but we judge from the major number, and moſt con- 


 fiderable ones. 


III. That Diſeaſe that is ſlight and ſmall at firſt, may be mortal at 
laſt, for that that in aremils degree cauſeth fickneſs, in an extream'may 
cauſe death, « winmis mexima,from the lealt beginnings are often great 
events; but we are in all caſes to be ſparing in Prediion for Life or 
Death, for-that is only in the fore-knowledge of God. 

IV. Some ſicken one day and die the next ; ſome have many Criſes, 
and do hold out divers years; and ſome after a tedious fickneſs die, o- 
thers live; if we would przdi& herein, the chief thing is, to tell whe- 
ther any of the principal Bowels are walteo, changed or corrupted, in all 
this while. | | 

V. All intermitting diftempers (quead intermifſionem) are ſafer Than: 
confirmed and continued, beTauſe theſe ſhew Wind or Water, or ſome 
Fluxible matrer, and that the parenchyma of no part, or mals cf blood 
is much affe&ed ; and alſo in the Intervals, Nature gets Rrength: and 
relief, and the greater they be, the more, Furthermore it ſhews, thar 
there are ſome Seeds in the BlooJ and Humotrs , that grow to maturi:y 
in ſuch a time, and traſmute ſo much marter ; and then the ſpirits of a- 
nother nature to it, fight With it, raiſe a fermentation, and throw it off ; 


and then Nature1s quiet, till the remaining Seeds grow to maturity, ' 


and have infect:-d as much more matter. 

VI. Nature Goth not obſerve that order or method cf proceeding in 
Criſes,as hath moſt generally ben thought;bur to ſome :?Ciihis is the xt, 
to ſome the ſecond, to others the third, fourth, fifth or fixth day ; and 
then, three, or four, or kve, or fix dayes after : nor do-mott that die, 
cie in a fit, bur for the mott part after divers fits, which do not come ar 
ſet times, nor are juſt of an equality, and of one manner ; the fick die 
in calmneſs and ſetledneſs of mind, and as the Yulgar obſerve, do of- 
ren lighten before death : And that is a bad fign, when the fick ſhall 
ſay, *T hey are well, and feel no pain or ail, ſuceenly, and on no apparenc 


cauſe,that were very ſick & weak a little before. Indeed we ſee Feavers

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Vers and Agnes; andif there be any ſet fits or Criſes in Fevers, the 
are of Nature to the former, though leſs apparant, which I think they 
Call continual Tertians, Quartans, or Quotidrars, and ſome have axacer- 
ations every ſeventh day, elſe I cannor find it verity any more than by 
accident, that they ſhould have Criſes on the third, ſeventh, eleventh 
and one and twentieth days of Acute Diſeaſes, or in one of theſe : for 
the Criſes are onely from the alteration of the Planets governing the 
Diſeaſe, and Moon, and thoſe happen not ſo,or at any ſet times ; there-

In all Diſeaſes obſerve what was wonted to the Sick in health, 
thoſe things are not ſo bad in fickneſs : every DiſeaſeTo far as it differs 
from Nature, the worſe ; any thing that wont not to be 1n health is bad, 
or if it bs in either extreme. 
 _VIIT. Ti thoſe things that ſhould refreſh, as ſleep, cafe, nouriſh- 
ment, &c. make the worſe after them, *tis bad ; and joyned with other 
111 Symptoms may give ſuſpicion of dearth. 

IX. There is no Diſeaſe but one time or another, in one or other, is 
cureable ; and there is noÞſeaſe ſo light and momentleſs, but in ſome 
' B? other, at one time or Is it is incureable : yet though from Pra- 

Rices of Phyfick we reckon df onely ſo many and juſt ſuch Diſeaſes, 
yet there are many grand Alterations, Tranſmutations, Corruptions, 
Enfiſſures, Animification, Petrification, Apoſtemation, Adhzfion-and 
Abſumprion of Parts and Bowels, that are commonlieſt in the begin- 
ning and loweſt degre> incureable :

X. All Diſeaſes of Malignity, wherein there is a ſeparation of the 
infea2d matter in the Blood, from the Blood, if that recoils and finks 
into the Blood again, it ſhewerh death, and rarely otherwiſe, if the 
marter have an high Heterogeneity to the quality of our Spirits conſti- 
tuting our Vitality ; therefore few that have the Plague-Sores or Car- 
buncles that go in and fall flit, or in the Pox, but they die ; but in Flea- 
Spots, Red Gum, Spots of Children, Ring- Worms, Tetters, Impeti- 
00, Fc. becauſe the matter 1s not ſo contrary to our Blood and Humonrs:; 
if it fall back, or fink into the Blood, ir kills not commonly : Yet Phy. 
ficians have gone on hugely blinded in theſe things ; for whatſoever

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matter by Feaver and Fermentation is caſt forth of: the Blood by the 
Skin and Habituws Cerporss, if itlic outwardly a few days, and the Par- 
ry ſweat and be hot, the Spirits of that Humour that contain the quali- 
ry inimical ca.our nature, fly forth and exhale ; and then if the infipid 
and mild Bleed or Humoxy be ſoaked up again, it doth noharm ; for Na-" 
cure finding it purged of thoſe high Antipathetick Spitits, receives itas 
a ſiqular matter ; Every thing, yea, Inanimate things, apply to, and 
draw to them things not agreeing in figure but quality, and things of 
contrary qualified Spirits put oft and withdraw from one another : and 
le any ſhoald think this opinional onely, (as moſt received Princi- 
ples are) we have related many ſound. Experiments and Obſervations

XI. In every Diſeaſe, Acute or Cronical, if a Dyſpnza or Aſthma

to keep the natural fire of our Bedzes from dying or going out. 
' X11. In all ficknefles, though there be no pains, no apparant ill ſyp=. 
ptoms, and though all the Bowels ſeem firm, and the Party is pretty 
ſtrong, yet if the Heart, the Fountain of Life, fink, and faint, and lan- 
oviſh, without intermuffions, and the Spirits are depreſſed, be not too 
fecure ; for the evil qualities of the malevolent Planets, raiſe the fick- 
neſs, and deſtroy our Life in a Confuſed Diſeaſe, without any known 
Cauſe. | 

XI1IT. In all Diſeaſes wherein Delirwms, Fluxes of Blood, Vomit- 
ine, Looſneſs, Singuirzs, or great Appetite, .do lupervene, ſometimes: - 
Death, ſometimes Recovery ſuddenly rexminates and ends thar Diſ- 
eaſe ; yet there is probability why Fluxes in ſome may cure, and lead 
to Death in others : for the ſame Signs and Accidents are not likely 
ro fignifie ſo bad in ſome Cales and Confticutions, as in others. 

XIV. If any one is inwardly affli&ed,; -and ſeemingly in Noble 

Parts, and afterward he is outwardly afflited , and in the Extremities 
or Superficies, uſually itis looked upon as a good-fign, and ſo indeed it 
is, unleſs it De an Expatiation of the Morbifick Matter, and not a 
Tranſlation; for if withal the Inward and Ncbler Parts are as much - 
aflitzd as b:fore, when the Superficies and Extremities of the Body 
were not ſwoln, it is en Argument of Death, and weakneſs of Nature to

Firſt. Concernivg the cure of Diſeaſes of Quality, theſe things are 


moſt conſiderable ; That every peculiar quality mutt be oppoſed by a 


p=culiar quality oppoſite to it : in our Bodies, in one or other, at one 
rime or other, are moſt, if not all the qualities that are in the Earth, in 
Animals, Plants and Minerals; and we finde ſuch a Plant agrees 
with ſcarce any man, and another agrees withthis' man, andnot that ; 
it is becauſe in the firſt Plant was a qualified Spirir Hererogenious to 
the common Nature of Mankind;in the ſecend a quality there was He- 
rerog2nious onely to the peculiar qualification of rhe Humours inſome 
Bodies : thoſe that are uſed to take Poyſons, take them harmleſly, be- 
cauſe their Blood is by the frequent uſe of thoſe things changed into their 
nature, and ſo not being contrarres do not fight : One thing is an Anti-

nant Diſeaſe, in one City all died ; in another, where the Diſeaſe ſeem- 
ed the ſame, all lived that were let blood : See Kverins his Accompt 
of Malignant and Peltilent Diſeaſes, their Cauſes from the Stars, in 
Capite de Febre Peſtilents. 

What is the Reaſon in things Inanimate one kills and deads another, 
one draws one to it, and expels or, draws back from another? is it nor 
the adverſe and 1nimical qualities in them ? They that pleaſe to ſearch 
our Phyſiology of Qualities, Sympathics and Antipathies, may finde m2- 


ny Examples and large Experiences thereof: So that.it is a weakneſs in 


thoſe that know not Nature or its variety, to conjecture ſuch Effects 
come about from the form or figure of things, and correſpodent pores in 
things that receive the Atroms of ſuch a figure. ' - | 

We read of two T hebane Princes, Eteocles and Polymices, two Brothers, 
who bore one another a deadly hatred in theit Life-time, and fighting a 
Duel they killed one another ; and according to the manner of the Gre- 


£1ans, W2Ie to be burtt to Aſhes, to keep theur Aſhes Monumentally in 


a Por, and fo never bury them in. the ground as we do; their Bodies be- 
ing both laid in one fixe together, -the flame divided, and, went up in 
two tops, ſo.:that their, dead and ſenceleſs Bodies ſeemed diſcontented 
to lie together, who 1n life had ſo hated one another. 

Without doubt many acute, malign, and confuſed fickneſſes, would 
be beſt, cafilieſt and cercainlieſ cured by Plants.of that Planet that are 
antipatherical to the Planet that-is found to cauſe the Diſeaſe ; alſo by 
Sympathy, that way Plants may cute ; as, take an Hetb of Yexws to cure ' 
a Diſeaſe cauſed by Mears. + | 

I wiſh Phyſicians would take notice how many ordinary illiterate. 
People cure Diſeaſes frequently with one Trifle or ſmall Simple, when 
they with their Methods and many Compoſitions, Intrinficks and Ex- 
trinficks, fail to do it : often they give but one Medicine or two, the vit- 
rue of it, and that a Simple for the moſt part ; witneſs the cure of ma- 
ny Gripings, Pains and Stiches, which they cure commonly and pre- 
ſently with Acorns, or Stich- Holly, or Powder of refined Rofin; Jaun- 
dice they cure cahily and oft with Specificals, -as, Lice, Saffron, or 
Turnerick, Ear:h-Worms, or Chelidone-Roots : Draphies they cu:e 
without ſuch Methods and ſeveral Intentions without compoſitions, and

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multiplication-of "them, with” Horfe-Radiſh-Roots, 'Elderh or Dane- 
wort, Flower-de-luce-Roots, or Guaiacum :' Avues they cure eafifier 
and ſpeedilier with Carnphir hung about their Necks, than with all 
the Methods and Compofitions Phyticians ufe, commonly : So with de- 
coQion of' Five-leav'd-Grats,-ordecoionof Herbigraſs, Feaverfuge,”. 
and Centuary, of any one of them, do whe-Vulgar,: thrice given -be 
fore their firs, oft drive'away Agues; or with Yarrow, Plantain and'Net- 
tles bruiſes, and laid to their Writs, or Garlick and Gunpowder, 'be= 


. cauſe theſe are Specificals-” Almoſt in all Diſeaſes of quantity, is a pecu- 


liar nature and qualification of the morbid Humour : What variety'is 
there in the Method of Phyſicians ? andhowin one Diſtemper let ſe- 
ven or eight unknown to'one another, be ſer topreſcribe, and they will 
variouſly dire&, not onely for Medicines but Method ; one will” think 
purging requiſite, another not ; he may rather approve of vomiting ; 
this may be againſt ir, and hold bleeding molt requifite ; another is'a- 
cainſt all evacuation, and holds: onely alteration - good: another he is 
for Aſtrological Cure, and fees what Planet gxve' the diftemper ; and 
uſes an Herb of an Enemy Planet tocureby Antipathy, 'or'of an Atmi- 
cal Planet to cure by Sympathy ; yet we may find ſome Herbs under the 
dort inton of ſuch a Planer, very improper ; but a wiſe Phyſician will 


rake thoſe that are proper for the Diſeaſe, ſus Natvre: ' Ohe or two 


Specificals that ſure and rried Experience manifeſt, do more than large 
Compoſitions hodge-podge, and miſh-maſh,"and Chaog's of Simples. 

I wonder, not onely the common People, but Phyſicians,and in other 
reſp:&s wiſe ones, that they ſhould idolize Mithridate, Venice Trea- 
cle,and Marbio/s his Antidote, Ce. large Miſcelanies of all together, 
that were intended to be good for every thing, and ſpecial for no- 
thing. £as ot: 
I ask whether Compoſitions have Virtues that none of the Simples 
have ? If they receive their Virtue from: the Simples, then he that - 
knows the nature of the Simples, may beſt judge the force,and nature, 
and doſe of the Compohition. I ask whether every Simple doth nor 
retain iis virtue and force? if nor, why were they putin? if they do, 
then are there contradictions, to infift onely on Mithtidate , by which - 
all others may be judged after that manner. If any give itfor the Head, 
it mult be bzcarſe ſome of the Simples,or molt,are 200d therefore, and 
thence the compolition receives i:s virtue ; Fennel Seed, Oil of Nut-

I know divers may flie to that falle Aſlam or refuge, Experiencein 
this caſe tonching Mithridate : I have oblervedit, and nothing is done 
by ir, but ſuch as in all likelyhood Nature would have effeRed,or elſe it 
makes no mutation at all commonly, or people giow worie : Tradition 
is the only plea,not experience ; for experience, not phantaſtically and 
conceitedly taken, will not vindicate it ; but abundance of Compoſi- 
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ions have we generally received in ſeveral Diſpenſatories, only mefſey 
of al:ogether ; and how rediculouſly are they compoſed and multiply. 
ed > We ſhould read to judge, not toleam of Tradition in ſuch caſes , 
when we think our ſelves fic to praRtiſe 3 for Tradition doth many times 
conſent only in diflenring ; he that,only reads, and remembers what 
he hath read, to go by, and to juflific his praQtice,is not fit to be'a Phy- 
fician ; but he that can demonlirate all his proceedings upon grounds 
and accounts of his own ; for what he remembers he bach. read, is ano- 
ther mans Wir, -none of his ; -and he ſhall hatdly find three Patients in 
ren that he can tell how ro compare-to Pratical Chapters of Phyfick 


_ touching Diſeaſes ; and if he hath no'ground of his own to regulate Au- 


thors, he may go to a.wrong Chapter, as well as a right. TI haveulſed 
to charge Compoſitions well wich the Specificals I truſted to, and to 
have a great care they were in their full force and virtue ; for other 
things that are bur ſweerners and Vehicles, itis no great matter what 
virtue they have: I have chiefly rtufted to Simples-commended by Ger. 
rards and other Herbals, for they were experienced good in ſuch Di- 
ftempers they are praiſed ; alſo T drew out all the choice Remedies for 
Simples 1 could find in thoſe Authors I had, and ſuch I did affeRto uſe

poſitions. Yer even inDiſcaſes of Contagionand epidemical, wemuft 
take away Impediments,efc our Alexiphartnicalls will not take place- 
In ſome vomiting 1s good 'to clear the Stomach, - which may hinder our 
Cure ; ſo the foulneis, ſtoppages, and putrified Matter in the ſmall or 
oreat Guts, mult be took away by Lenirives in Malignant Diſeaſes, elſe 
ſuch Impediments will hinder the raking place of other things:; So it is 
apparent in Chyrurgery, that the Chyrurgions Office is only to- take a- 
way Natures Impediments ; he cannot heal, Nature doth that : the 
Similar and Homogenious parts in Ulcers and Wounds defire to unite , 
were the Impediments took away, as ts Foulneſs, Sanies, Apoſtema- 
tion, Sarcofis or Excreſcent Fleſh, Pain, Swelling, Heat, Inflama- 
tion, and Afﬀtux of Humours. There are ſome Medicines indeed glew- 
ing and glutinative, but theſe cannot heal, but draw together the Lips

Ing, Smelling, Feeling, and Taſting, todeceive, and entrap, and con- 
found us : All mankind might be ſatisfied in one Religion, as well as 
in unanimity in Philoſophy, were- things. cleared, that one mans Eye 
might ſee them as well as another ; no man ſurely would deny Experi- 
ence, that he could beth ſee, hear, feel, raſte, or ſmell himſelf : So the 
Doetrine of Spirits is writ by the experience of many men ; and did not 
the ſelf-ſame things: happen in - our” Age and Ccuntrey , we might 
diftiuſt Tracition : When we hear men ſay they ſaw ſuch things them- 
ſelves, and they were addicted to no fond belief, andin all other things 
ttaid and prudent, we may have reaſon to believe them. |

Thirdly , Why ſhould we give Names: to Humours, and: thoſe- 
naturally to be ſo qualified, when we finde not. ſo in the courſe:

For ſuppoſe any. Phyſician ſhould open a Mans. Head, or o:her 
Part, and finde- therein the cauſe of his Dzath- to be a gellied 
Water, black, ftinking, and infipidd ; muſt we therefore write 
of all mankinde, there is. an Humour in all Bodies which. we 
thus call, which is gellied, black, ſtinking and infipid, when we may ne-- 
ver find exa&ly the ſame again? For in another .that is difſe&ed, we 
may find the blackneſs of an humour, but not the abjence of taſte ; or 
the gelliedneſs of an humour, and not the blackneſs ; or the ſinking of

els,eſpecially Choler and Melancholy, juſt as they deſcribe : Water in.

fie, unleſs a wateriſh ſwelling, according te the genuine fignibcation 
of the word ; but according to common acceptation, other ſwellings 
ate called Dropfies.

the precedent or procaterctick cauſes, were too great evacution of Blood, 
or ſuppreſſion of - Courſes or Hemorrhoids, a Jaundice, Cochexy, or ' 
drinkins of Water ;- theſe were the principal, with the diſtinctions 
zsforenamed, that the Ancients delivered ; the Signs and Concomitant 
Symptoms they delivered are not worth naming : for thoſe that they 
wrote arighc in, are common ; others are nothing of Rule, bat acci- 
dental, ſo that they might have numbered a thouſand Symptoms or Ails 
that many Hydropicks, one or other amongſt thenrhad had. 

The Moderns, as Senmertns, Heroyſes Saxonia, Riverins, Plateriy, 
dc. did introduce diverſe new things from experience, and found that 
heat as well as cold, was the Cauſe, and that ſometimes cool things 
that open, do good; alſo they ſaw that the Kidveys and Spleen, as well 
2s the Liver, might cauſe the Dropfie. | _

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Weſhall not ſtand to deſcribe or tranſcribe the Cauſes,Sigris, Progno- 
Ricks and Cures differing in Aſcites, enter, and Anaſarca, that 
the Moderns have laid down; they may de read fully in their-Pratices, 
and compared with what follows ; they are defeRive,and rarely found ag 
they have deſcribed, yet are in ſome cr other, at one time or other, in 
ſome meaſure or other true : as for example ; Fo.

Cure is by bringing forth the wind, a Carminative Wine, a great 
Cuppinglaſs applied, Fri&ions, Foments, diſcuſſing wind, inwardly ſuch 
as warm and corre& the diſtemper of -the Bowel cauſing the wind, 
Now one in a Tympany may have ſome wind, and moſt water ; for 

they are ſeidom abſolutely ſeparate, then it may becalled both : Many 
Hydropicks are puffed up, and windy ; if it be nothing but wind, the 
fick may have one of theſe fignes and not another, but other nor here 
mentioned ; if he haye all thoſe ſigns, he may not have alike inward 
Cauſe ; if the inward Cauſe in two be exactly alike, yet the outward 
or fomenting antecedent Cauſes might be quite contrary, that ſtirred 
up inward Cauſes alike; if the inward Cauſes be viſibly exaaly alike, 
yet they may have different effeRs or events, for death may enſue to 
one, life to the other : and thus doth Nature vary , whoſe Method in

We will now from our own Obſervations, bringing-the Witneſſes of 
many Authors, fide d:gn:ifimn, toattelt what we write by their impartial 
unintereſted and non-(tperfiitious Experience,ſhew the Courſe of Na- 
ture, and more Py the fvellings of the Body from wind or wa- 
ter. introducing a multitude of other things : , $0 that this particular 
Tracie may bz uſeful as a general Practice. 

+, We have obſerved civers Maids and Women,in ftopt Menſrues, to 
have 
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have their Bellies (well, and Feet, gradually, on Nights firſt, and then ſs 
largely, that they were ſwelled on days too, largely, as full as Skin could: 
almoſt hold, pitting, or leaving the dint of the finger cruſhing them, in 
them, along while ere they roſe up again to equal heighth with the reſt 
of the fleſh ; the ſureſi token that water was the ſwelling matter : I ob- 
ſerved theſe Hydropick ſwellings of the feet commonly to come with 
pain, redneſs, and then itching ; the Attoms of the Blood that did at 
firſt low, exti«ling, the ſwelling turned paler, leſs hot and painful, and 
clearly wateriſh, and ſoitis in moſt outward Tumours, and this is a 
chief Univerſal Method in Nature; yet no General Rule is without 
Exceptions ; for I have had both my hands ſwelled. up like Bladders, 
and from Cold, without any foregoing Flux of Blood ;. 1f T laid my hand 
againft the Mantle-piece , and my forehead upon”the back -of my 
hand, in a little time it had ſo cruſhed the water away on either ſide, 
that I could have ſeated an Egg on the back of my hand, in thepreſure 
of my forehead, very faſt ; and this huge pit or hollow would by de- 
orees riſe up again to its former heighth and equality with the other 
Skin; I found that none of my inward parts were the cauſe of this; I 
always drank very little : fo I have known ſome had their Legs hydropi- 
cal, ſtanding in cold water, others with a ſore, or pain in their Legs, 
others afcer Agues, the Belly alſo ſwelling, but no harm to the inward 
Bowels was in fiers- What ſhall we ſay ?

32. ſaith, 1s «Dropfic of Blood, if it is proper to ſay 
ſo ; it1s quickly made, in few dayes kills : So Mercurialis opened one 
ſwelled with fourteen pints of Blood in him : Another with an Hernia or 
Rupture fell ſuddenly, ſwelled and died.. '7Tx/p;m and Horſtins in his 
Appendent Obſervations to CAfarcellss Donatus, mention the like. If 
we conſider that in all things are different kinds,and in all kinds differ- 
ing degrees , We muſt allow the extream of bloody Water, to be-pure 
Blood ; for every thing hath its two extreams of exceeding little, ex- 
ceeding great, and its mean or medriocrity :- we fee in ſwelled Hydro- 
pical Legs , and other ſwellings of the outward parts, the matter, 
ſeems 1ed hot Blood at fir ing , then by - corruption, .or the 
Atoms of the Blood exhaling, it turns pale, wheyiſh or wateriſh often- 
times; ſo in the Body of many Hydropicks Blood may firſt flow, and 
by lying, looſeth its colour, as heat I ſuppoſe, when itis extravaſated 
will quickly make it do, ſome have tryedit they ſay. 

To make this the more probable, Plater Obſ.Extuber. pag. 650. found

IV. The Meſcntery was coloured with a. livid and aduſt colour, in 
one that died of a Dropfie, where the Gall was flopped, Peiru Paw, 
Obſ.

Moſt that Phyſicians have writ and talked of, is, obſtrugion-of the 
Meſeraick Veins, which is ſeldom or never found, theydid ſo go agueſs 
at things, and miſs of Truth : the Meſentery 1s, commonly affected, 
and the Caufe of many Griefs we. little imagine, following Tradition 
in Pratlices of Phyſick, It may be. ſubje& to twenty kindes of altera- 
tion, and yet the Antients gueſſed at one or two that happen the ſel- 
domeſ, and are the flighreſt, for any thing I can find, 


Next we ſhall relate how the Gall is found in Drophies : both of that 
and the Meſentery we hinted divers things in the afteRs of the Liver 
and Spleen aforegoing. The Gall is partly a Cauſe of Drophes, ſpe- 
cizlly,as it being topped makes a yellow humour(that it ſhould ſeparate 
and cat off to the Inteſtines) regurgitate upon, and ſpoil and corrupt 
the Liver, to which it is appendent, ;

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Facobns Camenicenus Epiſt, ad CMatthiolum, mentions a tone that was 
found Ropping the paſlage of the Gall to the Inteftines, where the ſick 
for long time had a Jaundice before his Dropſie. 


Next follows ſomewhat to be ſaid of the Middriff , or Diaphrag-

Petrus Pawns in two women, at two ſeveral times-opened, that died 
with Dropfies ; found the Midriff (where the Liver, Spleen, and Reins 
were waſted and conſumed) with ſome difference, in both made hol- 
low and holey, and eaten as it were With a Sphacelus, 


Next the Caul or Omenturs comes : It was waſted in an old woman, 
Tho, Barth. Cent. 3. Obſ. 83. Alſo quite waſted away..in. ('hriſtopher 
Raphelengins,P.Paw.Obſ.28, yet nothing elſe waſted with it ;but in Ob), 
Anazoms. 29. the Liver , Splecn and Kidneys were waſted with it ; and 
if onely being ſopped in water was the Cauſe of its waſting away, why 
is it not Waſted in other Hydropicks? and why alone ? and why ſome- 
time other parts are waſted, and not the Caul? yet I ſcarce believe the 
Caul to be any primary Cauſe of Dropfies. 

Plat. Obſ. pag. 647. found that, and the Meſentery, and the fat Tu- 
nicle as the Kidneys waſted, bat the remains of them were folded up 
together: © * bg 

Tho. Barth. Cent, 1, Obſ, 2, found the Omentum, with the Periconeum 
- or Rim, purified, and fell in pieces like dirt, | 

Alſo P. Pawns, Obſ. 19. found the Peritonewm and Caul quite putrid, 
onely a Membrane, which he thought to be the Reliques, with many 
nervous fitiaments appendent; to which did adhere many bladders of 
water, that, being cruſhed, poured out Serxminto the Belly. | 


Of the Rim of the Belly, or Per;toneum, we have little to wiite

13. found in one three emulgent Veins, and three 
emulgent Arteries. 


 Butthe Heart and Lungs ſarely deſerve to be ſpoken of ere theſe; 
but becauſe they are in an upper Ventricle, and ſeparated by a Mem- 
brane from the Bowels that lie moſt in the water, we omitted them

Some now adayes think the heart muſt be the Cauſe of Dropſies, b:- 
cauſe the chief Inſtrument of Sanguification ; but their prepofleſſed 
Conceptions muſt vail to Experience ; We ſhould think nothing to be 


ſo, 
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fo, till we find it by Experience : Of all the Bowels, the Heart is the 
tealt corruptgd in Drophies., 

Tho, Barth, Cent, 3, Obſ. 8x, It was void of blood ; in a Child a year 
old, the Heart did ſwim in the Pericardiuws that was full of wa- 


ter. 

Plater. did indeed finde it looſe and flaccid in one or two, and a bone 
init,in one Hydropick. But very little alteration is in the Heart, as in

Of the Lungs in general Drophes, theſe things are obſerved : 

In a Dropſte with a Phthfick, the Lungs were rather drie then moiſt ; 
the right Lung grew to the fide, Tho, Barth. Cent. 2. Obſ, 37, 

Per, Paw. Obf. 13, They grewalmoſt in a hundred places faſt to the 
Plenra and Ribs. | A 

Platerme, pag. 647. found the Lungy, in a general Dropfie, inequal- 
ly coloured, and in part vitiated ; water was in the Thorax, and yet Li- 
ver and Spleen ſound. n ; 

In a pure Tympany with a Convolvulus, Platerws found the Lungs 
corrupted, and grown to the Side, the Liver had ſtones in it, and the 
Spleen was waſted. 


We will now ſhew a few Examples of the Method of Nature in ma- 
king Bladders, Blifters orVeſicles to hold water where the Parenchyma of 
any Bowel is peſtered therewith, ether through moiſt aliament,or ſtop- 
iwy of the right paſſage of that water by the Kidneys,and ſo regurgitating 
uporrthis part or that ; orelſe the blood is wateniſh, and throws it off 
there ; or elſe the part is apoſtemated, and the blood turns to water ; 
in this Caſe, Nature ordains bladders to grow, to contain the ſuperflu- 
ous moiſtnre in theſe Bowels : and becauſe it is ſo frequent and fami- . 
har, as we have ſhewn already by many Examples, we may look upon it 
3$ the Rule, or a Method in Nature ; yet as often exſuperating water 
vets no bladders to hold itin, Yetif the Antients had wrote of Wa- 
ter-bladders in the Body of Man, their Cauſes, Signes, Differences, 
Prognoſticks and Cures, they had done ſomewhat of reality and mo- 
menr, and might have exhibited one of Natures Rules, giving there- 
Withal large exception, and diyerfities. 

Plater. pag. 635, found Bladders of water affixed to the Superficies of 
tne Liver, ſome ſmall, ſome as big as Hens Eggs. 

And pag. 648. The Liver was cleft, (even as we have ſeen the Kid- 
ney of a Calf, and Bladders of water therein) and in thoſe clefrs little 


bladders of water.. 
—— Tehannes 
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Belly, nor Wind, but here and there many bladders of water growing 
to divers parts,and fat alſo was in the parties Body; ſhe had no ſwelling 
of the Legs,bur lived in great pains. > 

Cordes in his Comment, upon Hippocrates, found many bladders of 
water ticking both within and without to the Bowels, of all ſorts, but 
no Water was 1n the hollow of the Belly, that didcauſe diſtenfion, the 
Heart had aMo bladders of water affixed to it, ſo the Liver, Stomack 
and Inteſtines. 

Twlp. lib.2, Obſ. 34. found the Meſentery weigh twenty pounds, 
onely filled with bladders. of water, all conglomerated in, one , no 
water in the Belfy,no part hutt.Oz:« Amer in his fifteenth Obſervation 
communicated to Letarrs River. ſhewes how an Hydropick had an 
Abſceſle in the right part of his Abdomen, and out of it came an in- 
vumerable-company of little bladders, filled with water ,. they iſſued 
out diverſe dayes to the number of two hundred ; and this, ſaith he, is 
the leſle ſtrange, fince Schenkins relates that one Hydropick difſeted 
had. many bladders filled with water fticking-to the Per:conexms and 
other parts : ſee Schenkzus,pag.q.13. and peg. 392, and 395. brings ma- 
ny more examples, but it is needleſs here to recken up more witneſles : 
But theſe bladders of water more or fewer , greater or lefle, are often 
found fiicking in, or unto all ſorts of Bowels , where thete is no 
Drophie ; and ſometimes they ſwell ſo much they break, and pour the 
water into the hollow of the belly, and ſo diftend it, healing up and 
filling again, and ſometimes they do not break, or pour forth any water, 
though many and great, 


Next it will be requiſite to ſhew how that the Liver,in many general 
Droplies, is not vitiated at all, and how it 1$ vitiated and corrupted in 
many very much, & after the manners and meaſures here afore related, 
and yet no Drophe : alſo we ſhall ſhew that the Spleen, Kidneys, Heart, 
Meſentery , Gall , Pancreas, Omentum, Diaphragma, &c, if there be 
more,are affected inother Diſeaſes, or worſe, after the manner here 
afore related in Dropſies. From what hath preceded the Reader may 
ſee much hereof,or tending to this purpoſe;and in our Monitory Proem- 
#7: t0the Readers we have given the reaſons thereof. 

In a general Dropſie, Tbo.Barth. Cent. 1. Obſ, 2. found the Liver un- 
hurt, and Cent. 3.05/,83. it was found, neither Scirrh nor Putreſcence 
in ir, onely the fleſh of it looſer then ordinary.

Schexk, in Obſ. Med.pag.4.14. the Liver being ſound, a Drophie aroſe 
from the vitiated Teſticles in a Woman , other parts alſo being ſafe : 
there is no part alwayes altered in each Hydropick, and there is none of 
the Bowels of the Abdomen or Thorax, but in ſome, and at ſome time 
are egregioully corrupted, 

Nay in one Hydropick, both the Liver, Spleen, Kidneys, Inteſtines 
Meſentery,Gall, Bladder, and &:erws were tafe, and onely the Heart 
found flagging, the Stomack corrupted, and the Per:toneanr , and the 
Duadenarms Gut amiſle. 

Now we will ſhew that all theſe things happen' to all theſe parts a- 
foreſaid,after that or a worſe manner and meaſure,and yet no Dropfie,or 
colle&ion of water diftending the Belly or Body, any where, followes. 


Tobannes Bilgerns, Epiſtol ad Gr, H, ſaw Bladders of water affixed 


to the Kidneys and Liver, ' where was no appearance of any Drophie, 
alive. 

Plater. pag. 635. ſaw Bladders of water , ſometimes more, ſome- 
times fewer, lefſe and greater, ſome as big as Hens Eggs,afhxed to the 
Liver in, Cache&icks, where was no extuberance of the Belly or othe 
tokens of a Dropſie. C 

The Liver was found hard, ſwelled, and ſtony, and growing to the 
fides,and the Spleen ill affeRed in ove, where was no Drophe. 

Pet, Paw. Obſ. Anat. 27. found an Ulceration of the Liver, in 
_ parte, half an Urne of corruption poured forth,- and yer no 

rophie. 

Ahd Obſ. 19. It looked burnt, cruſhed, it fell into putrifaction , the 
Heart was dried np, and much waſted, and Lungs bound to the Side, 
and yet no Drophe. 

So hardneſs, adnaſcence, putredo, &c, 1s found in the Spleen , where 
the Liver alſo is ill affeted, and yet no Drophie. 

Pet. Paw, Obſ. 14. found the Pancreas grown to the hollow of the

Horſtius Epiſt. Med. Seft.5. A Woman ſuppoſed to have a Dropfie of 
the ters, was opened ; the MKrerws weighed eighty ſeven pound, it was 
full of hair,and woolly Fibra's in a fat matter, and yellow Ichor. 

Two obſervations are extant of two Hydropical Women difſe&ed, 
that the Te(ticuls , or Teſtes mulichres , were found the Cauſe, and no 
other Cauſe, the reſt of the bowels being ſafe ; Schenkius quotes one, 
Osſ. Medic, pag.q 14. and Gulielmus Fabritius Hildanus, in Epiſt. ano- 
ther; the rizhc Teſticle alone, inthis laſt, was affe&ed; it was found 
full of hairy Fibrous matter ; and twenty meaſures of water ran forth 
of her Belly. ed 

In a particular Dropfie of the Breaſt , the Lungs have been found 
waſted, the Pericardium filled with water, the Heart flaccid, and big- 
cer then ordinary, filled with black blood. 

The Heart, in one, wanted the Pericardion ; all the bowels were 

' grown over With fat, in it was black blood, and the right Auricle was 
like an Arerriſma, Tho, Barthol, Cent.q. Obſ.20. 
Fohan, 
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Tobey, Bilgerns, in Epift, ad Gr, Horftiams, relates how one was very 
ſhort-btearhed for four. years, eficreaſing by degrees, being light at 
firſt ; and fuddenly dying whexpeRedly, was difleted; it was found 
a Dropfie of. the Therax ; the Lungs ſwam in water, they had outward- 
ly many black ſpots, and divers Colours ; and being cut , from within 
there iſſued out black .blood ; the water was much in quantity, and 
oreen in Colour, and ruſhed out impetuouſly upon the Section, 


Of the CURE of aDROPSIE. 


The Cure of a Dropfie is as various as the Signs and Cauſes ; for one 
is curable, another not ; and he that is curable , differs from another 
in the way of method he muſt be cured in, as well as particular 
Medicines, | 

I, We ſhall ſay ſomewhat of the chief and moſt ſucceſsful quality in 
Medicines, and that is, a Diuretick force : Duureticks, as we have well 

obſerved, are moſt generally helpful ; and thoſe Purgers that, withall, 
do move Urine ; for it is contrary to Nature to expel redundant Seruys 
by the Guts, the faculty of the Kidneys, Emulgents and Ureters muſt 
be excited ; purging oft 'weakens Nature, not carryes. forth the Diſ- 
eaſe: but nothing 18 ſo bad, that helps not ſome; nor any thing ſo ex. 
cellent, that will cure all : and I have known in divers Hydropicks, 
as well as other Sickneſles , one fimple vulgar Medicine hath done 
more then Methods of Bleeding, Sweating, Purging, Vomiting, and 
Opening. | . - | 

Juyce of our Flow-de-luce-Roots helped one in two or three dayes, 
not helped by other Medicines ; the Lee of Broome Aſhes , another ; 
Horſradiſh,one R#ftick did boaſt, would cure all ; and another Woman 
helped divers With common Sembucas ; Another I know, uſes Broom 
Beer : almoſt ſo many Hydropical perſons, ſo many Medicines; but 
they try oftentimes divers Medicines, ere they light on that they think 

cures ; but the inward diſpoſition of the body, and lucky time, accord. 
ing to the Stars, wherr that Medicine was given, is to beconfidered. 

I found beſt ſucceſs in a Drink'of Orris, Danewort, Cort, Sambuct, 
Saldonella, Guaiacum, Faniper-Berries, Wood-Nightſhade , with 
Liquoriſh and Caraway-ſeed : and Platerns( who indeed uſed the beſt 
Medicines to cure the Dropfie, of any I read) uſed ſuch like, Ob, 632, 
633. He cured two cums decofto Sambnuct, Iridis, Dulcamare,&, Abſimhiu.. 
And pag.634. he cured'one with an Apozem of Senna , Orns, Ebulgs, 
eAbſinth,and fem.Carni. A fourth he cured with Rob Sambncr, Ebuls, and 
ſpirit of- Juniper, pag.6 34. and prg:63 7. a Gravid Woman, windy, as

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Well as Hydropical, he cured with decot7. R, Ebull, Sembuci & red Docks, 
Pag. 639. he cured with Rheubarb, Saldonella, Ortis, Hedera Terrens, 
Pearroſelinum, Bitter-ſweer, Elderne and Wormwood : Pag.639. an In. 
fufion of Flower-de-luce-Roots, Enula, Ebulus ,, Sambucus, Hore- 
hound, Abfizth, Hedera, in Wine drunk for three dayes, gave huge 
relief, and the Belly fell ; ſo 65 3, he cured another, 

River. in Os/. often uſed DecoRions, or Powders of Cychory, Af. 
paragus, Braſcus, Agrimonia, Adiauthum, Ceterach, Pimpinella , but 
theſe come ſhort of Platerss his Simples afore-related : Cent, i.Obſ, 0, 
Cent ,2.0bſ.65, and 67. cured Hydiopicals with Openers. 

We were told of one cured alone with Wormwood ; Dtureticks com. 
monly do open,and moſt Openers have ſome Diuretick force With them, 
for the provoking of Urine is molt effeQual, 

Decoction of Br«ſcus Roots cured one, ina Months time , River, 
C.3.08[.4. Juyce of Oris another in twice or thrice taking ; and we 
have heard the ſame in the County of Northampton, of one ſo ſudden. 
ly cured thereby , far gone, that Purges, but chiefly Urine, Pla 
rer, 634- 

One Dram of the bones of Animals given for a Month in white 
Wine and Juyce of Parſly cured one, Kiver. Ob, Coms. p. 327. but the 
white Wine and Parſly might do moſt. Flints made red hot, and often 
extinguiſhed in White Wine, and that drunk, did cure, Kiver. Pbſer. 
Com. pag. 269. and Salt of Millpedes is praiſed. 

Pazlus Rexealmus. Obſ. 29. with the uſe of the DecoRion of Male 
Ferne Roots, cured one Dropſie, coupled with a Quartane ; but he 
oave a Chymical Febrifick Powder firlt, for the Ague. : 

' Avicen, Cap. Curatio, Aſc;tidis, relates one hugely ſwelled, that eat 
abundance of Pomegranates, and was cured ; theſe were binding, but 
their ſharpneſs might provoke Urine ; they were cool, but many Drop- 
fies are hot , wherefore Schenkzus : Obſ. Med. pag. 419. relates ſome 
Hiſtories of thoſe that were cured by drinking much cold water, when 
in others it cauſeth the Drophe. 

A Tuvantibus & nocentus optima deſumitur indicatio : From thoſe 
things that help, and thoſe that hurt, we may jndge of the Cauſe ; and 
Chriſtopher a Vega cured one Hydropick by Epithemes to the Liver, 
of Juyce of Endive, Cychory and Vinegar ; this was a ſlight buſineſs, 
yet it 1s queſtionable, if they did it by cooling ; for Cychory being bit- 
ter, is held hor.

It was related to me, that a Gentlemans man being much ſwelled, 
was told that Guaiacum was excellent for a Droplie ; he therefore took 
one of his Maſters Bowls, and either boyled or powdered it, and was 
cured by it ; his Maſter afterward miſſing his Bowl, it was ingenuouſly 
confefled , That his Man had took it for his Dropſie; the Maſter ſeeing 
his Man cured, and as they atteſted, by that, forgave him. Iris held 
drying, but there is no ſuch thing in Nature, bat it muſt expel moiſture 
by Sweat, inſenſible Tranſpiration, or Urine, for nothing waſts ; in- 
deed Gums Tragacanth and Litharge will abſorb Liquor into their bodies, 
but this doth not ſo. Frogs or Toads, ( they differ in Colour , and 
crawling, and perhaps in Quality, ) are praiſed for the Drophie : 
Foreſtus, 1:b. 19, Obſ. 35. praiſeth Frogs and Toads both inwardly and 
outwardly to provoke Urine in Hydropicks : the Kidneys are anointed 
with an Oyl, wherein they are boyled, ſo Libawins.tib.2. Batrachorum, 
{{a.20. and Solenander Confil, Med. Setl.5.p.15. | 

And Wierss lib.3. Cap. 35. of the Deceits of the Devil, relates firſt 
the uſe of Land Toads ; A man lived miſerably poſſeſſed with a Drop- 
fe, had ſpent his Means ; his Wife, ſeeing her Husband likely to die, 
and if he lived longer , he would ſpend all, got Toads, dryed them in 
an Oven, and gave him the Powder , and this ſet him a making water 
largely, and in ſtead of ending, was a mending to him. 


IT. Of Purges : And firſt, Rzver. found them ſucceſsful in three 
Patients, mixed with Openers ; one of them had the Purgers mixed 
with their Openers in a Maſle, as D:arrhodon, Steel, Rhubarb, . Aga- 
rick, ec. 

I know one that hugely praiſeth Steel, Rhubarb, Manna, and Syrup 
of Roſes mixed together, to take dayly of ; and one at Baldock, hugely 
ſwelled, and his Scrotum like a bag, was cured hereby, by a Ladyes 
DireRion; and it hath helped others; but the Rhubatb and Steel da 
the buſineſs, 

Riv.Cemt,3.06ſ.8. found a purging Clyſterdo good ; but commonly 
they will not : in three he found purging Medicines do good, and they 
were delivered : he gave great Doſes of Scamony , and Calomelanos 
Turqueti, ot Mercurins Dalcis ; Cent.2.0bſ.94.Cent.3.05[.16.and 86, 
but commonly ftrong Purgers do harm ; the Bowels are often waſted,or 
exulcerated,or corrupted ; Elaterium is moſt commended. 

Paxl. Renealmus, Obſ. 166, cored one that had an Aſcitis, with a 
Leucophlegmaria, for wo years, with a Stomachical Chymical Powder, 
that 
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that wrought upwards and downwards, and cured in four days : And 

O5/. 122, He cured one in eight days with a Chymical vomiting 
Powaer ; it wrought both ways : He alſo gave the DecoQtion of Straw. 
berries, and Spirit of Mercury; the Party for divers months had a 
Lencophlegmatia, with an Aſcites, and Languiſhing, 


III. For bleeding : we knew it very bad in one,and a large ſwelling 
from wind or inflation,increaſed, and the party died. Laz. Riverins let 
blood in two or three Droplies, and did well ; alſo in one Tympany, * 
Cext. 3, Obſ. 85, Bleeding commonly is not good, but in any Diſeaſe 
1t may be proper or improper, as the cauſe of the Evil is, and the qua- 
- lification of the Body in which it is, | 


IV. Sweating is very available ; we have known it. 

Fo. Schenk;us, Obſ. pag.420. by a natural or ſpontaneous ſweat one 
Was cured. | 

Tho. Barth. Cent. 3.O06/. 23. A young man ſeveral times had the 
Drophie, his Skin was pellucid, naturally, not by any Art ; be ſweat 
out water ſo that all his Linnen was wet ; it run through his Skin, as 
water ouſes through a cloth, when rained : ſeveral times he did thus 
critically evacuate, yet the water gathered again, and his natural Spi- 
rits and ſtrength declined, and he died. 


V. Concerning Vomiting, we recited two Obſervations out of Re- 
zealmu; one Woman with Child drank much cold water, was hydropi- 
pical ; a Chymical vomiting powder brought up three pints of water, 
and water went by ſeigh for two days, and health followed , P. Reneal. 
Os/. 146, 

. The ſame Powder, alittle altered with ſmall additions, cured two 
other Hydropicks, working ſharply upwards and downwards. 
Marcellus Donat u45, lib. 4. de Hiſtor, Medica. Mirabili, relates how 

one Was cured by vomiting on Natures own accord, no Medicament 

LOOK. 

But another from Nzcolus, Serm. 5. Traft, 5. Cap. 15. died in vehe- 
ment Vomiting, that happened in his Drophte. 

Fo. Schenkims, pag. 420, writes how one was obſerved from being 
Sea-fick, to vomir, and that Vomiting cured his Drophe . 

We have experienced nothing of it: In any Sickneſs, if the Sto- 
mach is ſtopped or opprefled, Vomiting may do well ; and if the Sto- 
mach is clear, and not affe&ed, Vomiting is unneceſſary in moſt Diſ- 
eaſes ; it may bring up much raw Flegm, if not water, in ſome _ 
picks, 
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picks; yet becauſe it is vely fick Phyfick, certain to make ſick, and un- 
certain to make well, it is to be ſuperſeded in moſt Drophies. 


VI. Dyet : We have heard of ſome,and Ryver, Ob/. relates others, 
and Schenk, more, that were delivered of Drophies, onely abſtaining 
from drink, and ſome from all potable Aliment. ' 

Nicolus, Serm, 5, Cap. 25. One was cured by Dyet, void of moiſture, 
and Diuretick Parſly was put in exenterated Fowls he ate roaſted, he 
ate Bisket, and drank a little Wine after it, and drank no more all day, 
except by chance,and then Wine was mixed with Water ; and another 
— (welled, was ſo cured : but this is not to be truſted to commonly. 


VII. We ſhall promiſcuouſly in the next place ſhew divers ſtrange 
wayes, and unuſual means, whereby ſome have been cured of the Drop- 
ke, and:moſ of them accidentally, and on Natures accord : Nature 
endeavours'to free her ſelf, and caſt out her Enemy; yet if the inward 
parts are corrupted, though ſhe vents the water by Holes, Apoſtems, 
Bladders, ec. the party often dies. 

An Abſceſs from Nature opened inthe right fide of the Abdomen, 
and many bladders of water ran forth for divers days ; the Sick was cu- 
red, River, Obſ. Commun, ult, - 

Rhafir, Cent, 21, A woman with a Womb-Drophe, being a waſhing 
Clothes ſtoutly over a Tub, buckling down often, avoided, per rerum, 
many pints of water, and was delivered, 

Schexk, 418, One by dayly Labour, another by Nature were healed : 
And 420. another by natural ſweat, - and another by being Sea-ſick, cu- 
red : By a wound given by one in anger in the Belly, the Water of one 
Hydropick ran forth, and was healed. 

Another was burnt by chance in the Thigh, there aroſe a bliſter, and 
brake, and dayly the water vented thereby, and did cure, 


Ex preciſis nnguibus effiuens aqua curatus eſt un, 


In two Aſciticks Nature opened an hole in their Navils, water ran out 
cayly gradually, and they were healed : In another a bladder aroſe in 
the Navil, water ran out by it, and the party Was healed. 

Nature ſpontaneouſly made an Orifice be:wixt the Peritonaum and 
Muſcles of the belly, from wiznce two hundred bladders of Water 
were drawnforth, See $c»2:k, Collett, Obſ. pag. 420, 421, 422. 

Vleriola, lib. 4. Obf. 3. Nature opened the Navil of one, and wa- 
ter ran out gradually anc .:vily, and the Diſeoſed recovered, 

Plater» 
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Plater, Obſ. pag. 650. ſaith, Bliſters or Ulcers ſpontaneouſly openi 
in the Feet or Scroruns do pour out much water, ſometimes dayly, _ 
eaſeth the Sick, yet often the Spirits languiſh, and death follows. 

Water ran forth by the Feet of one, and he was healed, Schenk, 
pag. 420. 

A Veficatory applied to one, ſet the water a running, which did con- 
tinue till the party was healed, R:ver, Obſ. Com. page 323. 

And Marcell, Donatis, pag. 420. brings the like Examples. 

An Hebrew Phytician opened the Scrotum of one Hydropick, ſwelled 
a big as ones head, dayly the water ran out to eight or ten Ounces, yer 
he died, his inward parts likelily being corrupted , Twp , bib, 2, 
Ob. 39. - 

- and Bliſters made in the Legs by Cauteries, Twp. lib, 2, 
Ob/. 39. condemns by two or three Examples, Sometimes the Belly 
ſinks, and they breathe berter, yet die ſoon languiſhing, theugh the 
water is 2radually drawn out ; but where by Paracentefss it is let out by 
a tap on heaps, they ſometimes die ſuddenly, all the Bowels fink and 
fall down, the water that uſed to ſupport them, being ſuddenly gone ; 
it may be compared to Child-bed-Women, 

Plat. Obſ. Med. pag. 646. Bliſters gave eaſe, but they looked black 
at laſt, and the Party died. Secret Gangrenes kill ſome that way, 

A Noble Matron, her belly and feet much ſwelled with water, ſhe 
uſed to be ſhort-winded, and to drink much water, ſhe was with Child, 
and was delivered of her Child and Drophie together, being well natu- 
rally purgedin Deltvery, Plat. 637. | 

So another great bzllied woman was delivered of her Dropfie, 638. 

Another uſed oft to be hydropical when ſhe was with Child, and did 
abort, then was freec of hex Dropſie ; bat the fourth or fifth timedied in 
abortion. Idem, ibidem. | 

If after the water is let out of the belly by Paracenteſis, the Party 
doth relapſe or ſweli again, death for the moſt part enſues ; yet one is 
cured after ſuch a Relapſe, Schenk, 421. He and Felix Platerw bring 
three or four Examples of Hydropicks, whoſe Navil, the inward Skin 
being broke, did protuberate, and look like a pellucid bladder full of 
water ; in ſome they brake, poured out much water, eaſed the Dyſpnea, 
and the belly fell, but molt died when the water was ran forth : One 
had (ardia/gia, vomiting and finking of her Spirits ſupervening the 
free exgiflion of the water. 


Now we will deliver ſomewhat of the Cure of particular Symptoms, 
or concomitant Ails in Drophies, 
| A 
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A Dyſpnas or Aſthma, Plat. Extub.Obſ. ag. 652. ſaw apparantly in 
divers, and in other places he mentions it ; the letting out of the wa- 
ter commonly, to abate the ſhort-windedneſs, that did depend upon the 
heaving up of the Belly , diftenfion making compreſſion ; he cave 
Juyce vs Orris, with Sugar-Candy, and Pinum Hippocrat, 5i. the Panty 
yomited much viſcous and tenacious Flegm, and had three ſtools, and 
breached pretty freely. 

Another Atthmatick in a Dropfie begun, was helped by Squils, 
Exula, Orris , Prafſinm Sambucus, Ebulns, Senna and Agaric. made 
by tteeping into a gentle Apozers. 

Inflaiens in Drophes : Plat. helped two, pag. 632, one with Deco- 
ion of our Flower-de-luce-Roots, or Orris, Eldern, and Bitterſweer, 
uſed for four _ - the other with Harts-horn, took three or four times, 
boiled in Broath : and though this ſeem range, we knew one uſe this 
to that purpoſe ſucceſsfully ; and why not, by an occult quality, as well 
13 Wolves Guts help Cholicks, Foxes Lungs, the Lungs ; Boars Tuſh, 
the Quinzey and Pleurifie ; Bulls P:z=/e, the Plewihie ? &c. 

A Hh Fannkics coupled with an Aſcites, was cured, Plat, /ib, 3. diſ- 
coloxated With a maſs of Pills, whoſe Ingredients were Agarich , Rhu- 
barb, D:agred, Gnm Amonacum, &c. a Wine ſteeped wich Orris, Sal- 
donella, S amobucns, Ebulus, Cychery, Dent-de- Lion;all theſe are choice Me- 
dicines in Drophes : Alſo he had a Powder of Diagalianga, Dyacimini, 
Sentalis, Cin« mon, S. Amfi, and Coreandri. Tk 

A Tympeny With an Aſcites begun, Plater, cured with Wine of the 
Roots of Ebulns, Sambncus, Dulcamara, Abſinthinm, and Orr ; he 
ſweat, with Sprrze of Juniper ; his Belly was anointed With Aqua-Yite, 
Spirit of Jumper, and Caraway-Seed, Obſ, pag. 656.

thoſe,not all the truth,nor the moſt material truth ; yet of rheſe 
Diſeaſes I then wrote of, they do as little infringe Experience as 
any 3 for Authors were moſt miſtaken in thoſe Diſeaſes it 
chanced we had not wrote of ; and therefore we were the wil- 
linger to pu theſe to Publique View : yet the Reader muſt not 
think to find the Sick juſt thus, as we have deſcribed, accord- 
ivg to. Practical Authors , in theſe Diſeaſes ; ſo many Men, 
 almoft ſo many Varieties and Differences : we have beſt ſhewn 
the Method and Courſe of Nature, and what moſt commonly 
and truly happens to and in the Head by the diſcourſe of Hear 
Diſeafes preceding, drawn from true and ſure Experience and 
Obſervations ; not onely fingular Caſes, but chicfly all ordi- 
pary Diſtempers of the Head may be judged thereby : and 
that, that in an exweam degree Cauſes Death, in a rem!fſe degree 
U. 2 IS 
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is the cauſe of a Diſeaſe. LI have not picked Obſervations for 
me, or left out thoſe againſt me ; for indeed I do not ſer my 
{elf tro be for one or other, and then bring Experiences that 
make for me to prove it; bur imparcaally , leaning neither to 
one, or other, Iſearch Experience, aud to the Truth Lapply, 
and ſubje&t my Opinions thereto. Yet here willcome in ſome 
things conſiderable, beſides what hath gone before , different 
from what Practical Authors have writ, or over and above . 
what they writ, 


:. As to the Subje@ or Part, Head-ach varies ; the Antients 
onely diſtinguiſhed a iunge'to;, which comes from wa:ov, fig- 
nifying half , and x:ay the S kull, ia Latine, Hemicranms ; 
in Engliſh, the Megrim : now tor pains to happen juſt fo, 
isa rarity ; for they tall no more on one fide , than another, 
and oftener on the forepart of the Head, then either Side ; and 
as often in the hinder part ot the Head : they are ſometimes,v1z, 
Paines, in the Crown ; fometimes in the Sutures, ſometimes 
at Root of the Noſe and Eyes ; ſometimes in one Temple, or 
both 3 ſometimes in one Ear,or both. 


2. So for matter of Genera, or kinds of Head-aches ; the

3. Nor are the Cauſes the ſame,and no more than what Pra-- 


ical Authors write. 

Stones of divers forms and magnitudes are found the cauſe 
of many ſharp and Crovnical Head-pains; theſe Stones lye 
ſometime in one part of the Head ſometimes another ; ſome- 
times they are fneezed forth, and lead-ach hath ceaſed there- 
from ; ſometimes they have. killed, and been found by Dil- 
ſeion. 

Worms alſo of divers ſhapes and magnitudes are generated 
in the Brain, or parts of the Head, even as they and Stones are 
generated in all parts of the Body befides ; - cauſe great - 
tching in ſome, pain and dogging tn the Heads of others. 

Sometime Critical , ſometimes Cronical , ſometimes they 
creep fortly, or are ſneezed out ; ſometimes they kill, and are- 
found by Anatomy.

An Acquainmance of mine, a prudent Phyfitian, told me 
that two or three years fince, a Child was opened nigh Perer- 
borough , I think by Doctor I/right , it had long becn trou- 
bled with Head-pains, and grievous ; in the forepart, there wa 
found a Bladder of water lying in the forchead., as it was be- 
twrixttheeyes..-: 2: 2 5:

Diagnefticks are gathered, 
1. From much filth lowing out at the Noftrils. 
2. From fulneſs and puffivg up of the Eyes, with moiflure in them. 
3. From propenſneſs to ſleep, and proneneſs to a lethargical ſtate, 
eſpecially if a pituitons Humour be colleRed, 
4. From fulneſs and pulſation of the Veins, 
5. Catarrhs for the molt part follow. 


Dyer. All things that moiſten, are to be ſhumed. A Dyet generally 
compoſed of drying Meats, is to be uſed, and ſuch an one as is preſcri- 
bed for a Lethargy : and contrary to that direQed for a dry Diſtemper;

Ain in the Head, or Headach, is reckoned. threefold by Galen, 
The firſt kind whereof the Greeks call Cepbale/gia - ſome abu- 
fively Seda ; the Latines, Capitis dolor, The ſecond Kind is cal- 
led by the Greeks and Latines Cepbales, and is an invetterate old 

Headach. The third Kind is the Megrm, . poſſefling only one fide of

Of the firſt of theſe we think it convenient to treat diſtinaly accor- 
ding to its various Cauſes. | =

Theſe things may be actually cold ap- 
plyed, yet more warily in old People and Children : moxeover,in the 
ule of applications we mult regard that they lie not too leng, nor grow 
hot, but are oft to be removed; neither is free tranſpiration to be letring, 
dy having the head bound up with many clothes, which gr_atly aug- 
ment 
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ment the heat together, which apply to the head ; Padilotions alſo may 
be uſed profitably, made of Coolers. .

We think it not convenient to adde diſcutient Digeſters, and Diſ- 
cutients, for a bare Diſtemper alone, without the aux or congeſtion

Cauſes of theſe vapours are twofold : 1. Primary, whereof they 


are made : 2. Secundary, whereby they are put upon action. 

Firſt, Primary : Herein ſome ſuppoſe the original to be from Flegm, 
and raw Humours ; others from whatever ſupplies bad vapours from a 
pecuiiar bad quality it yeildeth to the Head, as Radiſhes, Muſtard, Gar- 
lick, Wine, &c. Vapours are made alſo from Emprtineſs as well as 
Crudity or Fulneſs, alſo frem imperfe& Critis after long Diſeaſes, from 
ſuppreſſion of accuſtomed evacuation, from an hot diftemper of the 
Brain, diflotving Humours into a flatuous and airy matter, or a cold 
diſtemper therof, whereby Crudities are not digeſted, and through weak- 
neſs of the foree of concoQive heat, many groſs crude winds are heap- 
ed up; from plenty alſo of hot Blood do vapours plentifully ariſe. 

Platerss ſaith a watetith pituitous and fluctuating Humonr is cauſe 
thereof. | 

Secondly, Secundary : wherein are obſerved, 

x. Great heat, (or mean ſometimes) as of the Sun, or of fire, where- 
by the Humours are diſſolved into Vapours , and the Vapours agita-

bounds therein, and is ſent up to the Head 3; or when it is too full, 
which is chiefly from things bad in quality, as Drunkenneſs, .or un- 
wholſomez vaporous Meats and Drinks, then there is a gnawing 1n the 
Sromach, like ro that the Vulgar call the Heart-burn; alſo there is a 
diſpoſition ro vomir before the fit, the evil affliats now and then, accor- 
ding to the putrefaa1on or tirring of a Cholerick or Pituitous matrer 
in the Stomach; or from the Womb, in ſuppreſſion of the Courſes ; or 
fromthe Liver and Spleen, or Inteftines, in ſuppreflion of the Hz-

Is thedding of many Tears, and chey hot and ſharp, occafioned from 
Cauſes producing Sorrow and Lamentation ; beretrom th: Eyes are 
ſwoln with continual anguith and pain, ſeeming to the Patient as if his 
Eyes were full of Thorns, or ſharp Gravel ; evil. Dyet, Phlethory, 
Acrimony of Humours, Bites, Winds ; Vide Diff. Hipp. S. 3. Aph.12. 
Winter, Southerly, rainy, and warm, and a Northerly and dry Spring, 
there's inflamation of the Eyes, and the 14 Aph, to ſome a dry and 
Northerly Aucumn cauſes hot inflamation in the Eyes. Outward Cau- 
ſes, Sun, Duſt, Wind, drinking Wine, Smoak, &c. External, a Blow, 
Fall, Bruiſe, a moilt catarrhous Brain for long time, and ſanguine Tem- 
per.

TE media i in Greek, Stnpor Denton in Latine, 1s a certain mole- 
tuous ſence the Teeth have in eating : induced from ſow: things 
that have: firkt been eaten, 


CAUSE. 


Cauſe , is from eating ſharp, tart, and ſowrthings, whereby the 
Teeth are ſet on edge, and are exaſperated in eating z "the Membranes 
participating With them, from the cold auſtere faculty of Fruits; for 
this acidity or ſharp tartneſs 1s 1nimical to the Nerves and Bones. 


Moreover by acid, and ſowr Humours, are the Teeth ſometime ' 


edged or altoniſhed, which ſometime are caft out by Vomit ; to Hypo- 
chondriacks alſo, that Vomit for long together, acid humours, or 
where acid and ſharp Vapours are more plentifully and directly 
carried to the Teeth. 

Imagination is allo very apt to effect this; for the only ſeeing of ano- 
ther eat ſowr things, or heaxing of Cork cut, or the like noiſes, do, as 
it were, aſtoniſh "and moleſt the Teeth ; for the Organ of heating i 1s 
hurt, and lictle Nerves going from its Metnbrane to the Roots of the 
Teeth, carry thither a ſenſe of horrour.

Siens are evident from the Patients perceivance, who cannot bite or 
eat any thing, by reaſon of a moleſtuous titillation that preſently ariſ- 
ethin the Teeth, from the Membranes, perceiving the ſharpneſs im-

Wine, deterge and cleanſe them after Meat 3 Deccoction of Capers, 
Allom, Maltick, Nrgella, Ginger, Myrrh, &c. are good to garga- 
rile, to hinder their erotion and waſting ; a Pouder alſo of Five-leav'd- 
Graſs, Mint, Red-Roſes, Mirtles, Myrih, Ginger, and Athes of a 
burnt Hare, to rub the Teeth with, 1s good ; alſo Salt Gem and Armo- 
niack; alſo a Suffume of the Seeds of Henbane is praiſed, 


Miraldus praiſes Water of the Root of Pellitory of Spain diſtilled 


in Wine. 

If Stench be preſent, put in ſweet things, and hinderers of putre- 
faction ; if Worms, becauſe they are to be killed, then Aftringents to 
fix and confirm the Teeth are to be uted. 

Hollow Teeth are ſtopt up with Camphir, Root of Petletorv of Spain, 
and Wax ; -But Rondeletios thinks Wax mollifes too much, ſpecially 
the Nerve : Medicines alio to make them fall out are to be uſed, if ſo 
be they cannot be cured, cr not to do any ſervice, but offence ; ſuch 
Medicines are not to touch their ſound, leſt they alſo be looſened and 
fall out ; nor the Gums neither, leſt they be inflamed or excoriated 
from their ſharpneſs : an Oyntment of. Juyce of Spurge and Oyl of 
Henbine, with Flower put into the Hollow Tooth, or Juyce of Spurge 
and Flower ; or Globules of Henbane, Onion and Leck-Seed, made up 
with Goats Suet, and put into the Cavity of the Tooth, are uſeful, tro 
the intent to make the Teeth fall out : Many more, and good Medicines 
are rehearſed in the-Chapter of Tooth-ach, that cauſe a fall, and com 
ing forth of rotten, uſeleſs, and paining Teeth,

CHAP. XII. 
Of Toothing of Children, and Pain. 


Oothing of Children is a mol:ftuous Symptom, With pain and other 
concomitant accidents, 


SIGNS DI AG.and PR OG. 


The Children, at ſuch time as they Toothe are very fromard, cry, 
and are Feaveriſh ; ſometimes Convulſions and Loofneſs ariſe, which 
are not ſo dangerous, as when they proceed from other Cauſes ; if they 
have a looſenelſs, they are leſs ſubje& ro Convulfions ; if they are bound 
and coltive, they are more drowhe, and more Convullive ; there is a 
little redneſs in the place of the Jaw that is affteted; the Teeth are 
perceived to put forth andriſe in iwelling the Gums: they commonly 
come forth in the ſeventh Month, at which time Parents have no com- 
fort of their Children; greateſt pain ariſeth at coming forth of the 
Dog-Teeth. 

Hardneſs and thickneſs of Gums hinder the reedier budding forth, 
2nd ſo cauſes more pain. 


CURE. 
\ Authors have teft Medicines, and Rules for this Symptom. 

1. Therefore for Precepts, obſerve, Whether Inflamation be preſent 
and miticate and lenify that'; where Night-ſhade, Lettice, Juyce of 
Houſlzzk, with Oyl of Roſes, ucilage of Lin-Seed, and Marſh- 
1allow-Seed, mixed with freſh Butter, are effeQual ; the like alſo for 
appeaſing pain. | : 

2. Mollifie and laxate the Gums; here Juyce of Mallows,of Marſh- 
AMallows, with Honey or freſh Butter, are frequently to be uſed, which 
in inflamation may not be uſed actually cold. 

Re of the Oyl of {Wweet Almonds, Z1. Honey, 5/s. Hens-Greaſe, 5/-, 
make an Oyntment. 

The Brains of Hares are chiefly commended; ſo alſo the Brains of 
Chickens and Birds; the Brains alſo of Lambs and Goats ; the Juyce 
of River-Crabs, with the Water of the Flower of Beans, Bitches Milk, 
&c. are commended by Authors, and thought greatly to help the erup- 
t10n of the Teeth. | . | 

Foreſius Ramps the Brain of an Hare and Honey together, and ruvs 


the Gums with that.. 


Platerus 
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Platerss Wiſhes to boil them in Wine, or mix them with Butter, or 
Honey, after Foreftus's way, wherein the Finger is to be dipt, and the 
Gums gently rubbed therewith, 

Hartmanus ſaith, To annoint them with the freſh Blood of a Cocks- 
Comb often, makes them come forth without any further trouble or 
accidents: 

Amulets are much ſpoken of, and variouſly reciced by Authors,which 
ar: thought by an hidden propriety to do much. 

HMiraldus ſaith, That the Tooth of a Colt of a year old, hung about 
the Neck of the Infant, cauſes it to bring forth Teech. 

Calves Teeth of that age, or Mans Teeth ſo hung, are thought alſo 
to purpoſe : much credit is given to the Right Dog-Tooth of a Wolf, 
hung about the Neck, Others commend a Male Vipers Tooth ſo 
uſed, 

SEtins praiſes the Roots of wild Colocynthis, uſed the ſame 
Way, | 

HMathiolas aſcribes as much vertue to the Stone found in the Head 
of Naked Snails; but he bids to bindir to the parts affeted : and 
ſo probably if the orher were uſed , they might be of greater efhcacy. 

Pareas opened the Gums with a Pen-Knife, and found it very ſuc- 
ceſsful in divers, from great pain, inflamation, and a Feaver, that they 
may labour withal :| Alſo ſometimes from Mid-wives raſh looſing it 
with their Nails, or edge of Money ; in opening alſo ſometimes they 
are made mad, if it be black, fuſcous, hard, and inſenſible, it 1s 
Cancerous, and then we may touch it; yet for the moſt part it is vaid 
of danger, and ſeldom cured by reſolutian, 

CERA | 

After general Evacuztion ſuted'to the Age, Conſtitution and rength 
of the Sick, to take aWay the Antecedent Cauſe ; for which Cauſe al- 
ſo, Gargariſms, Errhines, Apophlegmatiſms, and Sternutatories are 
uſeful ; if it be more jnveterate, Sweaters and Cauteries are uſed.

Gulielmus Fabritius cured his Brother that was Dumb for four years, 
by cutting off this Ligature of his Tongue, 

Parens adviſes to uſe an actual Cautery, which is better approved 
of, if itbe malign; but in theſe we mutt have a diligent heed that the 
ſound parts be not touched and hurt hereby. 

If the Diſeaſe returns again, it mult be cut again, or uſe an auzl 
Cautery. 

If it be a Caruncle, 1t muſt be cured, as with Remedies for a Po- 
Ipas. 

If it bz black, fuſcous, hard and cancerous, *tis not to be medled 
withal, for thereby 'its mot irritated and exacerbated.

If it be not aiflolved by Difcutients, but tend to Suppuration ; it is

If it be great and old, it is only cured by Chyrurgery , it is tyed

with a Biftory or Razor ; others uſe an hot Iron, or actual Cautery ; 
then we muſt lay Driers upon the part to prevent its growing again.

Some Call it Reſus Sardonins, from the Herb Sardia, which is called 
Batracrhi:m, and of ſome Apium Riſus, becauſe thoſe that take thereof 
have their Mouths pulled awry, and ciftorted, and ſeem to laugh dy- 
ing: Itis molt commonly called Tortara Orss, fienifying a ſimple draw- 
ing awry, or diftortion of the Mouth, 


CAUSE. : 


Its Cauſe 1s from reſolution of the Muſcle of the Jaw, or Muſcles of 
the Face, or the flock of Nerves ſpread over the Face, affected; or the 
Nerves of the third or fiith Conjugation, or thoſe that deſcend from 
the firlt YVertebra's of rhe Neck, or from the Spinal Marrow betwixt the 
ſecond and third Yertebra, brought from Cauſes cooling, as m thoſe that 
remain ina cold Air, and windy, after ſweating or oblttuction of the 
Netrves.

From Tumours, alſo Wounds and Ulcers of the Tongue or Jaws, ſeek 
their Cure in their proper places ; and they being cured, this Aﬀect 
ceaſeth, | 

From natural Conformation, whether the Tongues be too thick , or 
too ſhort, it 1s not curable. 

Moiſture indicates drying, and Dryneſs moiſtening ; if flegmatick 
impacted Humours hinder vocal Reſpiration, they mult be #ttenuated 
and excuſled, the Brain muſt be. dried and firengthened ; little Lozen- 
es in form of Lupines are held under the Tongue, made of Sage, Mu- 
ftard, and Rheu-ſeeds, Lavender and Rocket-ſeeds, with Mucilage of 
Gum Tragacanth to embody them, alſo Gargariſms of Spirit of black 
Cherries, Spirit of Wine wherein have been ſteeped Lillies of the Val. 
leys; Frictions of the Tongue alſo, with Sage-leaves, Couſlips, and 
Lavender : Itis ſaid that to rub Childrens Tongues with Salt Gem and 
Honey, makes them ſpeak preſeatly.

A Palſey of the Tongue is an abolition of its aCtions and ſpeaking, 
induced from the Nerves, reſolved. ; 


CAUSE. 
Cauſe ariſes from relaxation, obſtraction, or refrigeration of the 
Nerves, Which if they be of the ſeventh Conjugation, there is a Pal- 
fey of the whole Tongue, and morion torally perithed : Theſe Nerves 
come from the Brain, nearto the beginning of the Spinalszs Medulla, or 
Back-Marrow,and are carried to the Muſcl:s moving the Tongue, which 
being hurt as before,or wounded, the motion of the Tongue is depraved 
er aboliſhed, and 1s well called a Palley.

Tafte is alſo ſpoiled from the Nerves of the third pair affected.

Signes are taken from motion hurt, from vice in ſpeaking , and taſte 
hurt, which ſometimes 1s ſafe if the Nerves of the third pair be unhurt ; 
ſometimes all, ſometimes but half the Tongue is paralitick ;the Tongue 
looks red; and ſeems to be hot,at other times cooler and moiſter ; there 
are ſometimes preſent fhgnes of a cold diftemper of the Brain, and it 
ſometimes ſucceeds to Apoplexies. 


PROGNOSTICKS, 

In more aged People, in ApopleRick, or thoſe that are generally 
Pazalitick; from a diſtemper of the Brain,tis more dangerous and more 
hardly cured, and if an Apoplexie hath not preceded, nor 1s preſent, 
there 1s- great danger that it will enſue, 

Ina lateral Palſey of the Tongue, and in youth and flouriſhing habits, 
tis better, and ſome hopes there is of Cure.

Cure is 10 be begun with Catharticks,wherewith ſpecifical Cephalicks 
are admixt to carry their force to the Head ; general dryers and ſweaters 
are then to be infilted upon ; Salt of Pearls is given to x.gr. in Malmſey; 
Black-Cherry-Water, Oyl of Roſemary, &*«c. are commended :: this - 
Pouder ſerves beſt to dry and Rrengthen the Brain and Nerves, Rc of 
Caſtor, Pirethrum, of each 5ſs.

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Premiſed, if curable, we may expe& moſt from Chyrurgery, 

3. Another is from Blood, and is an inflammation of the Tongue, 
whoſe Cure is deſcribed in the Chapter of Inflammation of the

4.Another is from deflux of a pituitous matter,and then it is Oedema, 
or a ſofter and looſe Tumour,according as the matter is thicker or thin- 
ner, moiſter or more dry : If it be Ocdematons, Cure is as Oedema; if a 
fofr and looſe Tumour, we may open the Sublinguar Veines, purge and 
revulſe, uſe reſolving and ptarmick Gargariſms, ſome uſing ſcatrifics- 
tion, have cured by flowing forth of the ſwelling matter. 

5. Another is Er:ſype/atons from Choller, wherein is Inflamatisn, 
2nd for which, ſee the Chapter of Inflamation of the Tongue. 

6. Another is Scirrhoxs, from Atrabilis : Cure it as a Scirrh, 

7. Another is Cancroxs, Wherein is ſmall hopes of Curing ; and pu- 
trifaktien coming at the Root of the Tongue, or a flux of Blood in 
Tonenes eroded, the Sick die. 

8. Another is from the French-Pox, anointings with Quickfilver, 
poyſonous and venemous funges : Shun Purges in this, and uſe ſpecifi- 
calls; waſh with Juyce of Plantane, Scabious and Lemons ; if it be of 
the nature of Oedema, uſe Remedies fit for an Oedematous ſ{welling; if 
it be great we muſt bewate left it dring danger of Suffocation.

There needs no Signs to be ſet down whereby to know it, onely to 
diſtinguiſh twixt an hot and cold Cauſe ; which are, if the Head be hot, 
if the Defluxion be more ſharp, if the Noſe and Face look red, and the 
Party perceives the Head hotter than accuſtomedly it uſed to be ; and 
if heating Cauſes preceded and went before, we know it is from an hot

CHAF ME 
Of an Aſthma, or hurt of breathing. 


AN Aſthma is an hurt of breathing, with noiſe and frequency, ariſing 
from a pertinacious Obſtruction of the Lungs and its Veſlels, or 
Compreſſion thereof , and affliing without a Feaver. 

ReSprration is the proper ation of the Lungs, which we ougnt to know 
what its Iight mediums and conlitution is in bodies not affected, where- 
by we may alſo diſtinguiſh how much it is depraved ; it is twofold, free 
or ſtrait ; Free Reſpiration is a facility of Breathing, with little mo- 
tion of the Cheſt, from the Middriff and Lungs rightly conliituted, and 
not diſeaſed, whereby it is voluntarily leſſened or enlarged, drawn in or 
ſent out, more quickly or flowly, and is called Natural Reſpira- 
tion, | 

Unnatural Reſpiration is very divers and various, according to its 
celerity or rarity, greatneſs or {mallneſs, motion and reſpite, equal or 

inequal. For, y, 

1, Macropneaisa Vice of Breathing, wherein plenty of Air by in- 
ſpiration diſtends the Breſt exceedingly, and the whole T hrrax 1s moved 
by all the Muſcles, becauſe the Heart (for cooling of which, breathing 
is ordained) being over-heat, as in Feavers, or almoſt ſuffocated with 
fuliginous Vapours, requires much Air to fan and cool it by inſpiration, 
and ſends out many fuliginous Vapours in expiration. 

2. Tachypnas 18a greater and more frequent reſpiration from the 
ſame Cauſes, being greater- 

3. A third kind of depraved breathing is called Dyſprea, or a ſhort 
breathing. 

4. eAſthma, which is more frequent drawing of Breath, 

5. Orthopnea, whenas the fick are forced to ſtand upright to fetch 
their Breath. 

6. Apuea, 01 an ablation or total aboliſhing of ſenſible reſpiration, 
wherein is great danger of Suffocation ; it comes ſometimes from eat- 
ing of Toad-ſtools, ſometimes from ſmoonding, and in ſuffocation of 
the Womb, wherein the Heart is thought to be ventilated, refreſhed, 
and cooled by Tranſpitation, or Perſpiration , of which it being the 
Author, and all the whole Body being ſpirable, within and without, ac- 
cording to Hippocrates, why may not perſpiration by the pores of the 
Body ſupply the Heart in a defect of reſpiration ? and Gale laith, If that 
Pp 2 POIs 
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pores of the Skin be obſtruRed, ſo that Tranſpiration is prohibited, and 
ſo conſequently the fuliginous vapours retained, puttid Feavers are rai- 


ſed, whoſe Baſis is the Heart.

CAHSES.. 

Cauſes of Aſthma are either obſtruction of the Lapets and Grifles of 
the Lungs, by a thick legmatick impacted matter, . or ſtones, and crude 
Tubercles, riſen in ts ſubRance, and cauſing obſtrution either through 
weakneſs of. the Lungs, and then it is gathered and made by degrecs, 
or from vice of other parts, which.tranſmit ſuch a matter to the Lungs. 
Sennert1 thinks-it to come from the Liver by the Vena Arterioſa, becauſe 
Aſthmacicks are ſo ofcen CacheRick, and have their feet ſwell ; and 
though Catarths be preſent, whereby 1t may be thought that the matter 
falls from the Head, and is thickned and dried in the Lungs, yet be- 
cauſe a Cough would be made, if the Humours came by the ſharp Arte- 
ry from the Head to the Lungs , he doth not think the matter comes 
from the Head, and becauſe ſometimes it ceaſes without expeRora- 
ting. 
Or, 2, ConkKiRion of the Nipes and Veſlcls of the Lungs or Mid- 
driF, which may come, 1. Through dryneſs, as in Priſlicks, ſpecially 
when they are nigh Death. 2. From the ſmoak and fume of Quickkil- 
ves, of Coals, Lime, anointing with QuickGfilver, groſs Vapours, a- 
rifing from the Womb..to the Aſpera Arteria. and: Pipex of the Lungs, 
cauſe aconſtriction, Rraitening and narrowing of thole parts. 

Or,. 3. Compreſſion of the Lungs and Middrift , which is made ei- 
ther, x, Tarough plenty of Blood, as in the Hzmorrhoids ſtopt, whence 
the parts of Breathing are ſtraitened by compreſling and cruſhing to- 
2ether : Or, 2, of Water, as.in Dropfies, by whoſe turgency and abun- 
dance, diftention of the Abdomen is made, ſo that a compreſſion of the 
Lungs and Middriff is made therefrom, whereby free breathing is im- 
pedited, and hurt, 3. From (welling alſo of the Liver, Spleen, or 
other Bowels, or extraneous Bodies, caufing Compreſſion of the afore- 
ſaid parts, canſe a Dyſþnea, or ſhort breathing. 4.. From abundance of 
Vapours colle&ed in the inferiour Ventricle, ſometime being more be. 
yign, ſometimes malignant, which are carried to the Middriff, and hinder 
1s free motion and Office of Reſpiration. 


Ta theſe alſo may be added D:fluxions of a thin matter falling upon 
the 
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the Muſcles of the Breſt, and ordained for its motion , or intercoſtal 
Muſcles and Nerves.of the Middriff, ſo that free motion and ating of 
thoſe parts is impedited, and hindered ; or the Spondils of the Back 
Iuxated inwardly, or lying along on their Backs, whence the Breſt falls 
upon the Back, and the way of the Breath is made more narrow, and 


ſo Orthopnicks are ſuffocated. 
SIGNS. 


Signs are more common : As, 1, Thick and frequent breathing, 
which is aggravated by running,or great ſtirring, by lying on their Back, 
or taking cold, to which the Lungs and Midariff are expoſed, and very 
obnoxious too: Or, 2. A Cough from a matter in the Lungs: 3. A 
noiſe or ratling in breathing, from the Air breaking through the parts 
obſtructed by a pituitous matter : 4, Expuration is eafier than Inſpira- 
ration, for in that the Inſtruments do ſpontaneouſly- fall down, being 
void of Air, that ſtretched out their Capacity ; but in this they are hat- 
der to be raiſed and diſtended to receive the Air, that is to be drawn in, 
from the agglutination of the matter, and heavineſs, oppretſion and 
weakneſs of the O1gans of Reſpiration. 

Or leſs comman ; which come from particular Cauſes : As, 1, From 
a defluxion upon the intercoſtal and Muſcles of the Breſt, and then the 
Breſt is moved heavily, and there 1s great-pain thereof : 2. From a 
crude Tubercle, or botch in the Lungs ; there is a Feaver preſent if it 

2 apoſtematous, and this being ſuppurated, the matter is caſt out with 
the Cough ; if onely an excreſcent ſwelling, or ſome outgrowing Tu- 
bercle, or ſtony hard concrete matter, ficking,in the ſubſtance of the 
Lunge, then-the Symptoms and ſhort breathing encreaſed gradually as- 
that encreaſed ; they are not ſo much troubled with difficulty of Breath- 
ine, they.have no Feaver, the Diſeaſe is continual, and they are ſound : 
The ſame Signs alſo are preſent in obſtruction of the Lungs and Wind- 
Pipe from a glutinous flegmatick thick Humour, onely that Stertor,or a 
ratling noiſe in breathing is alſo preſent. 3. If the Cauſe be from the, 
Liver, then there are Signs of the Liver-being weak and ill-affe&ed ; 
there is a Cachexy, or ill habit of the whole Body, Cloroſir, Ropt Hz- 
morthoids, and ſwellings of the feet. 4. If the Cauſe come from the 
Head, as Catarths do, (which ſomerimes- in an high degree ſuffo- 
cate or Quarchn, as the Vulgar term it) it 18 more periodick, or comes 
at times;moleſis chiefly in Autumn and Winter,and is worſt on Nights. 


DIFFERENCES. 
One is continual , another periodick, or that comes by fits ; one 


comes ſuddenly from Catarths and Deflyxions , or a matter ny”

2n Humour more thick, and pertinaciouſly adhering : Differences alſo 
are made from parts offended and offending ; from Cauſes alſo, as Com- 
prefſion, Conſtrition, or ObſtruRtion, of all which we have ſufficiently 
ſpoken heretofore, 


STMPTOMES, 

Symptoms are a Cough, Catarrh, Noiſe, want of Breath, ſpecially 
in going faſt or up-hill, lwellings of the Feet, difhculty in making Wa- 
ter, Which troubles ſometimes, and ariſes from a matter ſent to the 
Reins ; ſometimes allo a Feaver, Hoarſneſs and ExpeRoration are 
Companions. 

PROGNOSTICKS, 

In drineſs of the Lungs and a Ptylical Rate, in old men, and an in- 
veterate obſtruction, there 1s little hopes ; alſo if they are made bun- 
chy fromit, or in an acute Feaver, becauſe by its heat the matter is 
made drier and harder, and not eaſily caft out by ExpeQoraters ; it 
ſometimes ſrangles Children, and ends in Droplies and. Peripneumo- 
nies ſometimes ; ſometimes by its diuturnity and tubborneſs kills ; 
many times if they be weak they iwound, becauſe their breath is gone : 
cold weather is bad for them ; free breathing is a great Ggn of health, 
and they that breath freely die not, as Hippecrates obſerved, 


CURE. 

In Cure, Conſideration of Dyet and Regiment is firſt to be had, 
wherein obſerve theſe things: If it be from a Flegmatick matter 
ob{truCting, as molt often itis, Dyer” muſt be heating and drying, 
with which Attenuaters, and Cutters of a thick matter are meet to be 
mixt ; Partridges, Capons, Hens, are good, which are rather to be 
roalted then boiled ; Fleſh of Fiſh, Fruits and Pulſe are bad and engen- 
der crude and clammy Humours ; Drink is to be little, becauſe by fla- 
tuofity and diſtention-of the D:aphragma or Midriff, the evil is encreaſ- 
ed ; if they thuſt, Meats mult be Jeſs hor, becauſe the heart is over- 
heat; Drink is then often to be held in the Mouth to moiften, ſay 
ſome.; but others, more wiſely, adviſe to drink freely, ſo the thick 
matter is made thinner; Air is to be hot alſo and dry ; the Breaſt is of- 
en to be rubbed gently , Exerciſe is to be moderate. Fred: "3

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| Cure of an Aſthmafrom thick andclammy Humours is performed,

thick and dry, whereas by preparation we intend to make it more thin 
and moiſt,and eafie to be brought forth by ExpeQoraters; they are not to * 
exceed in heat or drineſs.

Syrup of Maidenhair, Lungwort, and 
Oxymel of Squills, of each 53. with Oyl of Brimftone, make it of a 
pleaſant tartneſs : or Re of the Conſerve of Enula Campana,and Orris,of 
each Fj. of the Powder of Oak of Feruſalem, Horehound, Coltsfoor, 
and Liquoriſh, of each 3j.

are filent hereof, neither uſing nor condemning it : See more hereof 
hereafter in Cure of an Ahſima fromvice-of the Liver, and in Ca- 
chexies. 

4. Sylvius adviſes to reyulfon of the Matter, and averſion of Hu- 
mours, as by applicationiof Cupping-glafles a little above the Reins, 
Erthinzs and Apophlegmatiſms. 

5. Exp:RQoraters or promoters cf Spittle, which bring forth ſuch 
thick matter by. Anacatharſis or Spitting; ſuch were they that were di- 
reed for preparation of this Matter, Rc of clear Turpentine Zj. Sy- 
rup of Colworts , of Horehound, of each Fj. Powder of Orris, Brim- 
ſtone, and Erxula Campana, of each Jj. Amoniacum diflolved in Oyl 
of Sweet-Almonds Ziv. make a Lohoch. FJacobns Sylvins ſaith, The 
Root of Aron or Cucopints prepared any way, and mixt with Pettorals, ts 
the beſt of things to promote ſputting.

, of Eggs, with Camphir, preparedin a Leaden Mortar, is moſt excel- 
lent, 2, Juyces may be injeRed into the Hrerws, as of Herb- Robert, 
Milfoil, and Mullein, which are commended; or DecoRion of =_

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Coriander, Nimphea, and Poppies boiled in Milk ; or Unguents diffol- 
ved in Milk, or ſuitable Deco&ions, may be injeed. 

Riverins ſaith, With the following Receipt, the cancrous ſwelling of 
the Paps have been tiealed ; Rc of the Oyl of the Yolks of Eggs, $ij. 
Juyce of Nightſhade, Pauls Berony, and Houſleek, ava Ziij. crude 
Mercury, ij. let them be beat in a Leaden Mortar, With a Leaden Pe- 
Ril, till rhey attain to the thickneſs of a Liniment; Foments allo for 
the waſhing of the parts affected, of the precedent things, or their like, 
may be made very uſeful. 

Secondly, If the matter be already made cancerous, and the Cancer 
hath received growth, though not brought to perfection, there is little 
hope of Cure ; if confirmed, theres none : Here,if there be any hope of 
Cure, (after uſing of Generals, 3s in the Direction for preverting itg 
growth, is inſtitured) we muſt flee co Specificals, but mild, for 'tis apr 
eaſily to be enraged, and pain to exacerbate ; therefore injections of Sac- 
carum Satrrni, beat in a Leaden Morter, with Juyce of River-Crabs, are 
ipecifical ; Deco&ion of Frogs, or Herb- Robert ſo injected, Oyntments 
of Pompholix, Ceruſs, Camphir, Saccaram Saturn, Oyl of Roſes, &c, 
with a Cataplaſm of Frogs boyled, are ſpecifical. 

If it be confirmed, We muſt onely uſe Palliatives, that miſery may 
bz the leſs, and life the longer ; the part being now hardened, *cis molt 


difficult to mollifie it , and reſtore it toits former ſanity ; therefore the. 


chief thing now mutt be mittigation of the pain ; InjeRions of emol- 
lient Anodine Simpl:s, with Sperm of Frogs, Foments and Inſeſſions, 
are to be had inuſe ; Natrcoticks and great Dullers cf the pain, in more 
urging Torments, are allowable. 

Thudly, If ulcerate, we muſt accommodate Medicines to it, as Me- 
tals, Mineral-Waters, Dryers, Dullers of Acrimony, and Protracters 
of its augmentation, the Aſhes of River-Crabs waſlii in Nightſhade- 
Water, mixt With Lead, or Antimony, is much truſted to by ſome in an 
ulcerate Cancer. 

If much Blood flow from the ulcered Cancer, as often do, the be is 
Juyce of Plantane and Fiankinſence in zeRedinto the W eras. 

Laſtly, If ic may be hindered or cured, a ProphylaCtick Method is to 


be obſerved, leſt a Relapſe ſhou:d happen afterward.

Cauſe is either eſſential, where, x, The Ropping of their wonted 
Menſirua, by a cloſe cloſure of the #terns, and the preſence of wateriſh 
Humoutrs in the MXrerus, which not having paſſage out, becaufe of the = 
cloſe ſhutting up of the Oritice, but heaping up more and more, do ef- 
tet a Drophe. 

2. As a ſtopping of the Merſtrua, and of the Hrerws induces it, ſo al- 
ſo a weakneſs in the #reras; native heat being very weak , and not able 
to make good digeltion, nor expulſion of Humours that are gathered 
thither. 

Cauſes inducing a weakneſe of the #rerus, are either, 1. Abottion, 
2, Laborious Births. 3. Immoderate flowing of Menies dilating that 


heat. Or, 4. Suppreſſion of them, ſuffocating and choaking that hear, 


5. Or windineſs of it. 6. A Mola. 

3. *Tis made from copulation with one chat hath an Aſcires and Tym- 
pany of the Belly. 

Secondly, By Conſent: As,

A Looſneſs often ſupervenes the Fever, and is ſometime and moſt 
commonly void of pain and acrimony, and flows healthfully, if 
not immoderare, chiefly 1n long laſting, for ſo it may weaken much. 
and lefien the vigour of the Spirits; and then *tis to be reftrained by 
krengthening Nature and the parts, by gentle and wary means.

It will not be amiſs firft to preſcribe a gentle Purge, made of Infucon 
of Rhubarb, Myrobalens, &c. in Plantane-Water ; to the: ſtrained Li- 
quors convenient Syrups to ſweeten, as for a Julap, being added : Fakeo- 
pins ſaith, Rhubarb dries np ſuperfinons moifixre in the Veſſels of the Uterus ; 
bur whether it dries ſo much,or no, it purges, & leaves behind a binding 
quality, & ſtrengthening to the part$;and therefore beſt of all Purgarives 
influxes ; and Aftrivgents are not to be uſed till the irritating or aboun- 
ding Humours be evacuated, both which, Rhubarb doth effeRually and 
methodically : After the parts are caſed of the burdening Humours, the 
recentive faculty is to be reftored and confirmed, which is done by mo- 
derate Altringents that have not a glewing force, but are frietdly to the 
Bawels by .correRing their llippery and non-retaining, Diſtemper.:- they 
may 
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may be uſed in ſeveral ferms moſt convenient both for internal and ex- 
ternal uſe, n 

_ To this ſometimes ſucceeds, and of it is made a Dyſentery, or Bloody 
Flux, which brings with it a Feaver, cruel Torments, Watchings, and 
frequent Seighs. Here we may uſe the aforegoing DireRion, onely ad- 
ding the uſe of Cliſers made of Plantane, Cinckfoil, Mallows, P:mvpi- 
xells, or Burnet, Red Roſe-Leaves, &cs. boiled in Milk,; yet the premi- 
ling of a clenſing Clifter before one abſolutely binding, is not altegether 
irrational, | |

Woman ſeeing a Boy at time of Conception with two Thumbs, broughr 
forth a Boy alto on both hands double Thumb'd, as was the Boy the ſaw : 
Another Woman ar time of Conception ſeeing a Child that had a great 
Head,from Water eathered in it, catled Hydrocephalus, or a Drophe of 
the Head, brought forth a Child with a great Head alſo, that was ſpon- 
ey, and the skin puffed up, but not filled with Water. As Women, ſo 
alio Sheep are thus affeRed from the ſtrength of the imaginatrice facul- 
ty at time of Conception; for Fecob laying peeled Rods in the Gutter 
where they were to drink, they brought forth parti-coloured Lambs :

Medicines by a Propriety avail againſt Baldneſs, and bring again 
Hairs where they are wanting ; as Froath of the Sea is faid, by waſhing 
of a bald Head decently and comelily, todeck it with Hairs ; the Oft- 
ſcouring of a Whetſtone mixed with Oyl,is good; the Juyce of Onions, 
anointed for many times together(in the Sun, ſay ſome) upon the bald 
place, is very effeual to bring the Hair again ; the Roots of Jacinhs 
are ſaid to procure Hair in Beardleſs Men; as alſo that the Aſhes of 
Southernwood, mixt With Oyl of Radifh or Organy, will quickly cauſe 
the Beard to grow.

But Medicines that onely hinder the regeneration of ſuperfluous Hire, 
do it by a cold and dry force, becauſe they thicken the $skin, and repe! 
Nouriſhment, as is an Oyntment of Cetruſe and Henbane : Or this, re- 
cited by Primreſe,.

choly ts adjoyned ; and if atherwiſe they were canſed from other Humonrs, 
they would not be ſo durable, but would rot, Theie Humours are carried 
with the proper Juyce deſtinated for the Nourithment of the Glandules, 
which is thought by quantity to offend, as well as quality ; whenas the 
Glandules have more then ſufficient, the reſt becomes excrementitious, 
and acquires a pecutiar nature, In quality that matter may offend, as 
Phlegmarick, Melancholick, and Fzculent,which excrementitiouſly ſent 
(and caſt off by Nature, as unfit Nouriſhment) to thoſe parts, Nature 
there provides a Bag, or Membrane, as her Store-houſe;for laying up ſuch 
Excrements that do her hurt, if ſhe ſhonld make uſe of. 

The primitive and antecedent Cauſe is more certain, as crude and 
thick Meats, unwholeſome Waters, as thoſe of the Alps, thoſe alſo that 
are in Syria and Carinthia, containing Mercaryin them, crude Altments, 
Snow-Water, &c. taker, are ſomerimes pregreſſfive ; but Mine-Waters, . 
eſpecially of Quickfhilver, are thought to endue the Humour. with ſo pe» 
culiar a quality ; and the admixrion of Melancholy herewith, ſometimes 
make it degenerate cancrous; Contufion ſometimes gives occafon to it. . 


SIGNS DIAGNOSTICKS. 

The Kings Evil is a ſcirrhous Tumour of the Glandutes, ſhut up in a 
peculiar Skin or Membrane ; theſe Tumours are many, and take deep 
Toot ; this Humour ſometimes poſleſſes alt the Kernels, whereby they 
are all tamified ; it ſometimes 1s found in the inward Bowels ; they are 
round and pendulous, yeilding not to touch, dut moveable, and ſome- 
times painful.. 
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They are ſometimes onely in the cwo Glandules under the-inferious 
Jaw-Bone, ſometime in the Arm-holes, and ſometimes throughout the 
Waole Body where there be Glandules : Some ſay, If it be the Kings 
Evil, lay a live Earth-worm over-night upon it, and lay upon her a Bur. 
po : andif in the morning he be dead, tis ; <lſe not the Kings 

vil. 

Secondly, The Membrane or Bladder it is included in, is like that 
of eA:beroma, and Steatoma'; from its formatrix faculty 'tis never idle : 
for when 1t is filled, dittended, and then hath poured out matrer, as if the 
Tumour was ſuppurated, it doth attzin a certain knitting up, contexture, 
or compoſure again, as if a new Membrane ; ſome take it for ſubalbeſ\- 
cent Fleth, dittending and encrealing from a matter ſoaked in, having a 
farming facuity from a peculiar quality.

The Caſe is galling, compreſlure, and ftraightneſs of the Shoe, 
whereby groſs humours by congeſtion, are retained there, and harden-

Signes are evident to the fight ; They are very molefluous. in going, 
and ſometimes have a very vehement pain, ſometimes a Contuſion 
preceded.

They are uncautulous Exterpation, ſometimes brings a Gangereen,

Cure 1s by preparation of it for cutting, which is done by Emolients, 
and renderers of it ſoft; as raw Fleth laid to it for 24 hours, 

If they fall iny they are raiſed high again with Dogs Urine, an Em- 
plaiſter of red Wax, Eels Blood, Oyl of Mercury of Snailes. 

After preparation is made for Inciſfion, and the Corn extradted by the 
Root, we moſt fill up the hole with the Sand left at the bottom of a 
Chamber-Pot, to hinder the regeneration of ir again. 


MEDICINES. 

Medicines that take it away without Exciſion, is, 1, The Juyce of 
Houſleek, which is to be bathed on it ſeveral times, and a leat of the 
ſame Houſleek worn to the Corn. 2. A ſecond Specifical is the Pou- 
dex of the Root of Reſt-harrow, mixt into an Oyntment,-with Greaſe, 
for Union of the Corn, which in three dayes is ſaid to fall there- 
from. 3. Athiudis a black Snaile put into a linnen Rag, and torrifi= 
ed by the Fire, and laid hot to the Corn, and ſo worn ; fomentation 
alſo of the Juyce of Rhue, Marigolds, and Plantane , are recited 
by ſome. 

Rulandns holds this for a Sectet to- take away Corns, Rc of the Oyl 
of Brimftone 5 ff. ; the Corrofhive Stone Zij ; Seeds of Henbane 5j. ; 
Opium Z), mix them. 

Dioſcorides ſaith, The Bark of the Willow-Tree burnt to Aſhes, and 
mixt with Vinegar, takes them away. _. 

Lebotis commends the Gall of a Cow applyed in like manner, which 
cauſes its extirpation by the Root. 

The Prophylexs is then to be inſtituted, which is done by Application 
of Corrodent Medicines; The Medicine of Ralandws afore rehearſed, 
Coperas, &c. mixt in Emplaiſters, or the Sand of Urine, may ſerve 
to fill up the hole, and hinder regeneration of the Corn.

phar, may do good,applicd upon a Plate of Lead beſmeared with Quick- 
Rlver,after fiction of it, till it,waxred ; the Roots of Garden O1rrach 
and Devils-birt, whether inwardly, by way of Gargariſm, if the Tu- 
mour be more inwardly, or outwardly uſed, are held to have a propri- 
ety againſt inveterate and old Tumonrs in the Throat.

She was apparently by other things poſleſled by the Devil.. 
Petrus Apponenſis, Coms, ad Problema, 1, Sett. 3, of Ariſtotle, Ob-. 

ſerved a Woman in a melancholly ſickneſs ro ſpeak Latine, which ſhe 

never: 
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never learned, and as ſoon as her fickneſs was gon, ſhe could not ſpeak 
one word, 

See Levinus Hemnins, Lib. 2.Cap. 2. de Occult. Natwy, Mir, and 
Guarnerins, Tratt. iy. de Cap. doi. c. 4. & Gentilss, how many bewitch- 
ed may foretel things to come, Alexander and Rhaſes mention it ; but 
Witches leave the Body, and their Souls go into far Countries for 
two or three or more dayes, and then they return to their Body again, 
which lay all this while as dead or in a trance; and then they make re- 
port of what is done, or to be done, before any news can come, a week 
or fortnight perhaps, the way 1s ſo far for Poſt, or ardinary Meſſengers 

| tobringa Relation ; and ſo they are thought to foreſee or foreknow 
many times, When they are not. Nic, Remygini, Peter de Loier, An 
Hiſtory of Naples, and Bodinus in Demonomante, Lib. 2. Cap. 4. con- 
firm it by many Hiſtories and Examples ; and our Countrey Witches 
have teltified the ſame : It is preternatural indeed, and done by the 
Devil, to have theit Souls at laſt to live in Vaſlalage with him. 

2, That Witches, or the bewitched, can fly from Houſe to Houſe, 
or leap many yards, which naturally they cannot, nor in health could 
not, and run up the Walls With their Feet uppermoſt, without hold- 
ing, by Diabolical power, we ſhall bring ſeveral Teſtimonies, Ic 
would be too tedious t> write fully all the Examinations and Informati- 
ons I have took concerning our own Countrey Witches : and alſo the 
Reader may ſuſpeR either my true Information, or Sophiſtication of my 
delivering it : therefore I ſhall rather deftre to ſatishe by the Authori- 
ry of Authors Experience chiefly. Their Adverſaties contradiR their 
Experience only by their Incredulity : and how ſlight an evincement 
that is, let all judge, I wculd be loth to give juſt occalion to the Rea- 
der, to ſuſpe& me defirous of gaining Proſelites by the impoſition of 
Lies and fained Fables ; for I have heard many Relations from ſober 
People touching theſe things, that I (hall here omit deſcribing, leſt 1 
ſhould be charged with roo great Credulity towards the one, and a de- 
lufive Impoſition towards the other. 

Vierus lib. 3.cap. 9. brings ſeveral Examples of the Nunns of YVen- 
retns in the County of Horn, how they were moleſted with evil Spirits, 
and were ſometimes lifc up above a mans height from the ground, they 
climbed to us like Cats, and were ſometimes carried over meas heads, 
and ſometimes feil down again beadlong ; ' they would ſometimes goe 
on the tips of their toes, as well as others on their feet. 

S1luula de H:ſtorus Mirabilibus, writes of a Woman called the Lady 
Roſe, that would of a ſuddain by Diabolical Power be ſaatch'd away, 

and 
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and bound to a bed, a tree ; ſometimes an hair or a little flax was ſeen 
to hold her. | 

IHMagpdalena Crucia, a famous Witch, whom Dr. Herry More 1n his 
Antidote againſt Atheiſm mentions, an Abbeſs, in ſuch eftimation ſhe 

was for her miracles,ſhe Would ſometimes in a pomp on a Fettival Day, 
be lift up ſeveral Cubits above ground, ſo ſaying her (elf, holding 1n 
her arms the Image of the Child Jeſus, her eyes pouring out tears, and 
her month counterfeiting Devotion; 
: But ſome may objet, This ſhews not exallly, that Witches can makg 
others fly, or ſubſiſt mn the ambient Air, 

Dr. Henry More only mentions Mr. Phrockmortoxs Children nigh 
Huntington, I ſuppoſe he meant, as I have heard, how they would fly, 
andrun up walls, being bewitched:Even as Elizabeth Day,(whom I well 
knew,as her Kindred with whom ſhe lived inform'd me) did, She would 
run up the walls with her feet, laying no hand, and on the Seiling with 
her head downwards, Which ſhe could never do before nor fince ; like a 
Mouſe leap'd from her, with a Suffumigation, a Phytician made, and 
ſome Ceremonies. | 

The Boy of Northwich twelve years old, that Mr. Braey, a pious man, 
of Bruen Stapleford, recorded, would fly from Bed to Table, and from 
Table to Window, at a great diſtance, and yet his legs grown up to his 
Buttocks. 

The carrying of Mr. $:/k, from his Companion, Mr. Marſhall,in the 
Fens, on his Horſe back in the Air diverſe miles, till he lighted into 
Sr, Olsver Cromwels Yard, leaping over one wall, and then another, 
leaving here a Glove, and there another, and elſewhere his Hat, could 
bz no Deluſion, I had it from a ſober Gentleman, who took it from 
their mouths. Doubtleſs ſome Witch did it. 

I ſince heard,thelaſt Spring at New-A4arker, a Noble Man's Horſe 
ran aWay With a Lad, leaped an immenſe way each ſep, ran by Reep 
Hill fides, and then ran his head againſt a bank and killed himſelf. The 
Spectators never ſaw Horſe doſo before. And ſome ſay Stakes were to 
be ſet at each leap for commemoration. 

So do Pigs and Hens when bewitched, often leap and dance. 

V, Afifth Sign of Witchcraft is, If the Sick is twiſten, contorted, 
and his Chin diawn to his Forehead, and neck turned behind him, 
or face rather, though the common expreſſion is the other, and lye long, 
as if dead, and the like, But theſe may more particularly be termed, 
Pefſeſſed ; Of which anon. 

\'T. great Sign 15, If any thing that comes from the Sick be burnt er 
harmeC, $242 the ſuſpected Woman ſuffers in ſuch manner, or comes to 
the 
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the Houſe ; or if after ſhe is ſo ſerved, or ſcratch'd till blood comes, or 
threatened, the Sick is eaſed much and clearly, ſuſpe& her for a Witch 
and the Diſeaſe to be from her, Con/ideratss confiderand;s, oſs 

Beſides the many Teſtimonies of our own Country,  Sprargerns and 
Nicol, Remigins in his Damonalatry, and The. Barthol in his Anatoms, 
Hiſtories mention the ſame. | :

Now. here it remains that we make Dittin&ion, if any is to be made, 
betwixt the obſefled or poſlefied with evil Spirits, and the bewitched 
by Ceremomes, 

Betwixt the extream of Greatneſs in one, and the extream of Smal- 
neſs in the other, there is little difference, even in all other Diſeaſes : 
alſo b2twixt ſome kind of Obſeſſhon, and ſome kind of ,Incantation is 
leſs difference, then betwixt ſome Obſeſſion and other Obſeſſion, or 
d2twixt ſome Incantation or Witchcraft, and other Incantation ; but 
the Cauſes betwixt Poſlethon and Bewitching, do commonly clearly 
ciffer in Manner and Nature, the Witches uſing idle Stmilitudes, foo- 
11h Ceremonies, and ſenſleſs Words to Inchant the devilith Spirits, to 
enter the Body in ſhape of a Fly ; yet ſometimes the Witches ſend their 
:mps, Which doſo; and I queſtion whether any Evil Spirit can enter 
any man, Without command from ſome man ; but with that not 
alwayes, for God gives not leave, but that 1s ſecret ; ſometiznes on a 


worſe man they have no power, and yet bewitch a better, or poſleſs 


the Religious, 

Theſe are more peculiar-to Poſleflion, Flying, Leaping at an huge 
diſtance, Speaking, the. Tongue of the Sick. being held; and ſometime 
they uſe nis Tongue ; allo ſpeaking Blaſphemy, Raving, and Lying, 
and telling things done far oft at the moment, and what will be by Va- 
ticination ; alſo the fick Roar like Bears, Bark like Dogs, Mew like 
Cats, Giuntlike Hogs, &c. They ſometime lie as if dead, Rift, their 
Head wrieathed backward, Chin and Noſe drawn together,or whole Face 
drawn up like a Purſe, with foaming ard frothing, and raging moſt,and 
10z37e%ums the fick Party exceedingly when any pray or {veak of God, 
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A young Gentlewamanitold me at” /pſw:cb, ſhe was in Priſon with 2 
Witch , who.wasexhonted to repent, and did endeavourit , and then 
the Devil made herfume 2nd ſweet , and topped her breath almoſt ; 
and after half; am: hour ſhe came to: her ſelf, and being asked if the 
Devil did not poflefle her', todiverts her from Repenting, ſhe an- 
ſwered, Yea. 

So Ramigins the Judge of Lotharingia obſerved, that at the Bench, 
ox in Priſan,or at their Liberty, (as we have alſo heard Relations there- 
of ) the Devil would come and Rop'their Ears, or almoſt choak them, or 
anoy them like a {warm of Flies, or throw them along, when they 
had good Counſel given,or.intended to lay hold on God's Mercy, whom 
they had at their Witch-making-covenant ſo ſolemnly renounced, toge- 
ther with all Faith in him, and Religion towards kim. See the Story 
of Ann Bodenham, of the Maidſhe made a Witch, that repented , in 
Herry More his Antidote. 

Concerning the Nature of Poflethon, [te be as we have Writ, ſee 
//Maſter Clark, 1n the ſecond part of the Marrow of Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory, 


and Life of Maſter Br#en, a Pious Man, it is his relation ; alſo the Ob- ' 


ſervation of Felix Platerus, a-wiſe and ſober Phyfitian , which he ſaw, 
and the Relation is tobe ſeen in his Obſervations, page 26, de mentss 
conſternatione, Alſo the Story of a Smiths Daughter in fthe Valley 
Joachim, poſleſſed in, 1559. by Fobus Fincelius, lib. 3, de Micaculis : 
See alſo Vierws, 116.3+ cap. 10, de preftig:is Demonum, Alſo Fernelins, de 
abdztis morborum cauſss, lib.2,

Alſo we muſt make diſtinRtion betwixt thoſe that are poſſeſſed and be- 
witched, and thoſe that are killed by evil ſpirits ; 1 know not, bur 
moſt kind of ſpirits that appear will harm us, if we reſiſt them ; and it 
is to be doubted that God will give them permithon, if we affront them 
on bad grounds. A ſober learned Man, told me, His father lying at an 
Inn, heard ſome body in the Chamber, though it a Thief, - and roſe to 
refilt the Spirit, as it proved, gave him a blow, ſmall , but of force 
enough to cauſe Sickneſs,and his death, A ſober and learned, Eſquire of 
Northampton-ſhire,told rife his man was coming early over New Market 
Heath , it was light when he felt ſomewhat ſtrike him on the back , no 
body there, he came home; fickened and died ; they never looked to ſee 
if the mark of the blow might be ſeen in his fleſh, 

Doctor More, 1:b.3.cap.2. of his Antidote againſt Atheiſme, ſaith, 
That Miſtris Dark of weſtminſter told him, that her Husband very well 
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went throuch ſome Streets in Londow, and was ſtrook on the thish 
with an invifible hand ; he came home to Dinner, was fick, and dyed 
within three dayes, being dead; -on the place, he ſaid, - the Spirt- 
tual hand firuck him, was clearly: ſeen | wn Figure of a Mans hand, 
with the four Fingers,. Thumb, and Palm, looking black, and impreſ- 
ſed deep in the Fleſh. I 

So Hiſtories mention, and DoRor More quotes them , that Phillip 
Melanflons Kinſwomans Husband, being dead, in a few dayes appeared 
to her , being Solitaty and grief-ſul; and took her by. the hand and 
comforted her, but her hand, was black alwayes after, 

The Barbers Boy , about 1660. that was killed in Cambridge by a 
SpeRral woman that haunted him, ſometimes alone, and ſometimes 
with a Man in Trunk Breeches, adds to theſe ; He had the exz&t mark 
it his forehead, being dead, where that Spiritual Woman did hit him 
alive ; he came from the Iſle of Ely on purpoſe to be forſaken by the 
SpeAral woman , ſeveral Scholars tookNotes. 1h writing thereof ; but 
we write all as ſhort as may be, ſo that ſome may obje& and except 
20ainſt the Concordance and Dependance of one thing with another. 

The Devil, upon ſome affront, dathes out the Brains : thoſe that 
read con juring Books, or otherwayes call him to jeer him , are ſome- 
times ſo ſerved, 

Some that are hurt by Spirits, Took Rrangely, their Hair ttandsup- 
moht, Mouth or Cheek drawn awry, or Eye-lid down to the Mouth ; as 
th: Miniſter of a Neighbour Town lately told me of one of his Pariſh, 
Rrook by a Spirit in the night, upon no occahon given ; ſome are dumb, 
ſome Rave, and all almolt differing: but we (hall not inlit on theſe, 
though we could bring many conſiderable Obſervations,

He firſt and movent Cauſe is, the Witch ſome way cffended, anc: 
ſhe doth ill by Revenging her ſelf ; bur ſometimes. their Imps 
force and perſiwade th:m,as S2rab Boatman of Monrden coniefled. 

We will fit relate ſome,ridiculous Ceremonies wz have heard from 

2arned men, and other {ber People, of Witches confeſſion and con- 
viction, about the way they bewitch men and cattel. 

Some take a-Beait Sk 1n or Hide, and ſtick it full of Thornes, or Pins, 
2nd call it ſuch an,ones Skin, and that party 1s Wonderfully pricked and 
pained in the Superficies of his Body, bur it 18 very: like they mutter 
ſome Diabolical words.in the doing it.. _

Some take a wooden bowl and a knife , and dags the knife point into 
the bottom of the bowl, and it becomes full of blood, and ſuch an 


Horſe as they name, piſſeth blood, until he dyes, or as they pleaſe, 


with conſent of the Devil, and Limitation of God, the firſt , the 
oreatelt, and the beſt, to be praiſed for evermore, 

Others to annoy Houſes with Flies, or to choak People, take a Seive 
and putduſtin it, andfiftit, and throw up this duſt , with ſome Dia- 
bolical Sentences, and it turns to Flies, 

One bewitched her Neighbours Cows Bags to rankle, and to be knorted 
and to gangrene ; the ſent her Child into the Field for ſome Bryars and 
made like the form of a Cow, and called it ſuch an ones Cow, and 
fruck the Bagg diverſe times with thoſe Bryars, and their Neighbours 
Cows Bagg ſwelled, and rankled. : 

But it is the Devil that doth theſe things ; for ſuch Ceremonies- do 
nothing, or at leaſt molt of them, in other Peoples hands ; the Devil 
and they make a Bargain, he to help them to Money, or Revenge, and 
they to give him their Souls at laſt, to live in ſervitude and V aflalage 
eternally with him. 

We-read how Moſes and the Egyptian Magicians did many preternatu- 
ral things, by that Magick that is called Kabdomzntia,or Rod-magick, and 
the Ceremonies both uſed were much alike ; ſo did Feremiah, Exckiel 
and Iſaiah, many Ceremonies or Similitudes,as eating of Books, ſet- 
ting on Pots, making like Seige, and Leaguets, going barefoot, and the 
like;. all Cauſes are Gods, and are good,. but the Devil knows them 
and abuſes them. 

The blind man in zthew, cured with Clay and Spittle ; Ezekiah 
cured With Figgs of his dangerous Sickneſs; Naaman, walbing in 
Ferdan, cured of his Leprofie, were but Ceremonies ; but uſed in the 
Power of God, Waich can effe& alkthings. 

Neither doall natural Cauſes produce onely natural Effects ; nos 
co all Preternatural EffeRs, ariſe only from Preternatural Caules. 

Natural Cauſes uſed by Spirits, may produce effeRs above the Power, 
merely of thoſe natural Cauſes ; indeed Witches uſe ſuch things but as 
Obfignatories. | | 

Now let us ſee what Authors. have ſet down briefly , how Witches. 
cauſe ſickneſs, and bring death, and what kinds of ficknels. 

I. Fir moſt chiefly and familiarly they-uſe certain Ceremonies, 
fooliſh Superſtitions ,. and ſenceleſs.words ; ſometimes calling on the 
Devil. | 

Duffus King of the Scots, Was pined away and waſted with a ſweating 
ficknels; by fits he ſweat hugely and larguiſhed, & by fits he was cooled, 
and 
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and refreſhed. The Governour of Moravia, his enemy ſet Witches to 
hure him ; they made his Image of Wax, anddid roaſt it on a'Spit 3 and 
as that began to melt, ſo the King-melted ; removed from thefire, the 
King was refreſhed, Sze Heftor Boetins, Hiſtor. Scotorum,lih.tx. I have 
heard ſuca a thing by a waxen Image done in England , both from a 
--- gps and Divine ; but much according to Heftor Boetins his 
tory. | 

To rake away vinility,and that a man and his wife ſhould not copulate, 
and though they had ereRion, and provocation, they could nor eje& 
Semen ; or 1f {o, not into their own Veins, Witches uſe certain-words, 
Whica they minole, and tie a knot, whiles the parties are married ; or 
take a Lock, and afloon as the parties are married, ſhoot it ; they tie 
this knot many wayes, and ſometimes hinder copulation ; ſometimes 
give leave to copulation, but hinder generation : One was ſo bound by 
aneartnen Port, threw by a Witch into his Well, with ſome Cere- 
monies. See of theſe tuings T ho, Barthol.hiſt, Anatom. the Book called 
Ialleus Veneficarum. cap.7. pag. 2.alſo Bodinus, lib. 2.cap.r, Sometimes 
the Genitals are ſhrunk up, and ſcarce to bz found, as Baptiſts Codron- 
chins, lib, 3, cap.6, de morbis wveneficis ac veneficijs, and Bodinus teſtifie, 
with others; Wieras, lib. z,cap.18.de Dem. Praſtig.ſhews more,and Alex 
ander Bened iftus, 116,24, cap.14, de medendis morbis, hath an example ot 
one made unable by a Chaim in verſe, others by Characters. 

A Woman of Oripontus, wonderfully tortured , was freed by taking 
away a waxen Image an hands length, laid under the threſhold of the 
door by a Witch ; the Image was bored through, and two pins ſtuck 
ineach fide, which ſo tormented this Woman, Another laid a beaſt 
like a Toad, under th2 threſhold of a door, and made Barrenneſs to 
all the houſe, 

Remigins ſaith, The Devil gave one Woman a little Hay, which ſhe 
was to put into her Nesghbours [hatch ; and the houſe would be ſoon os 
Fire, 

Their Ceremonies for raiſing Winds, Thunder and Lightening, 
Storms and Hail, Earthquakes, and Fires, were as ridiculous and'in- 
ignificant, as thoſe whereby they cauſed tickneſs ; the Devil wiſhed 
them to perform ſuch Ceremonies, and ſuch eff:&s ſhould come to 

iſle, 
y In the fifth Book of Inquiſition of Witches , it is recorded, that 
Anna de Mindelen and Agne went into the Field, dig2ed an hole, put 
water therein, Rirred it about, and ufing ſome words, Calling on the 
Devil-nnge Storms aroſe, and Thunder. 

Poatanns,lib,y, Relates of great Rains cauſed by Witches, by draw- 
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ing about the Cr#cifix in the Streets, with great Railings, and Blaſphe- 
mies, and giving the conſecrated Hoſt to an Afle, and leading him to 
the Church Porch. | | 

Towards the end of the Hiſtory of Fohn Leo of Africa, of the Reli- 
ojon of the Gentiles of Africa, mention is made of the Portagalls in 
Angola , defirons to ſee the Gawughe , or Prieſts, raiſe Sroims and 
Thunder ; In 1587. One With little Bells, Skipps, and Trinkets, and 
Superſtitions words, in half an hour raiſed Thunder, and many black 
Clouds, 

Henry More, chap, 3.16.3 ſaith, What is caſting of Flint Stones be- 
hind their backs toward the Weſt, or flinging a little Sand in the Air, or 
ſtriking a River with a Beſome, or Rod, ſprinklivg the water towards 
Heaven, the ſtirring of Urine, or water, With their finger in an hole 
in the ground, or boiling of Hoges briflles in a pot ? what are theſe 
foolerres available of themſelves to gather Clouds, and cover the Air 
with darkneſs, and then to make the ground ſmoak with peales of Hail 
and Rain, and to make the Air terrible, with frequent Lightenings and 
Thunders, 

I I. We ſhall ſhew, that the Witches ſend their Imps, or young Spi- 
11ts, into ſome, ſometimes-in form of Mice, ſometimes of Flies, or 
ſomerimes give the party a piece of bread to eat, or the like ; But in our 
differencing Poſſeſſion from Effaſcination we have hinted ſome things 
hereof, which need not be repeated ; it will be needful to add, how 
many ſpirits may be in one: whether they are alwayes commiſſonated, or 
ſent by Witches, we cannot Determine ; ſometimes they are, as we 
have received information of the Maid Mary Hal,now poileſled, as the 
Spirits ſay, with two; and ſhe ſaid ſhe ſaw two Flies come down the 
Chimny to her, before ſhe was diſtempered ; ſhe lives at, or nigh 
Gadsden, nigh Dunſtable : Elizabeth Day, who lived once in this Town, | 
that I knew, had one that leaped forth like a Mouſe, upon ſuſfumiga- 
tion ; ſhe was bewitched : So one at Harborough, divers years fince, 
Maſter G:bboys cured ; ſo anorher in the Ifle of Ely, that a ſober Antient 
Man of this place well knows, being bewitched, had a Mous-like Spirit 
entred him. Matthew, Mark, Luke, and John, teſtifie that there may 
be more evil ſpirits then one, at once, in one ; out of Mary Magdalene 
was ſeven Devils caſt ; one was called Legion, hecauſe he had ſo many - 
in him ; now a Legion is ten thouſand or many thouſands : the Boy 
that Maſter Brez wrote of, ſaid he badthree evil Spirits if him. 

But whether theſe be, or ſo alwayes, the Imps of Witches that 
ſuck their Teats, found in ſeveral parts of their bodies, 1s queſtionable, 


er Whether all Witches have ſuch Imps, and conſequently Teats to be 
. ſucked 
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ſucked by them, is queſtionable ; perhaps ſome that deny there to be 
any Witches, and conſequently any to be bewitched , deny onely the 
ſuckling of Imps, or infernal Spirits, acknowledging and allowing that 
there be Necromancers, Sorcerers, and thoſe that have familiar Spirits, 
or familiarity with Spirits ; and that thzſe act by, and have covenanted 
with Diabolical' Spitits, by oath to the Devil, Renuntiation of 
G OD, and Bond writ in their blood, or otherwiſe; onely denyiug that 
any have Teats, and cannot fink, and give ſuck to Spirits, and do miſ- 
chief : The chief thing that makes a Witch, is a ſolemn Bargain and 
Covenant With infernal Spirits; and we know, Denomnatio ſumitur a 
724/07, et pars pro tote, Let but any allow me the Thing, and they muſt 
of neceſhity allow the Variety and Degrees thereof. 

Theſe Imps that the-Devil commands ſome Witches to noutith, do 


' Inſtigate them to give them command to do evil, and they have ſome 


two, ſome three, and pothibly ſom: more, ſome fewer ; one is to 
bewitch Cattel, another Men, a third Plants and Fruits of the 
Earth; and they call them by teveral names : it is moſt probable 


that Witches ſend theſe in form of Flies, or Mice, into thoſe they. 


Envy, and with Revenge. But, as Remigins well obſerved, they mutt 
at their Nocturnal Conventicles acquaint the Devil, and he bids them 
do thus, andſo; and they boatt ot their wickedneſs there, as we do 
of our goodneſs here ; Panius Grillandus de Sortileguus, Bodinus, and 
Pieras, tellifie the ſame things ; as how alſo Witches are puniſhed 
and jeered, when they come tothe DebolicahAfſemblies, if they have 
done no miichief. 

I I I. Tertium cauſarum genus : a third kind of Cauſe is, how by their 
voyce and eyes ſome do bewitch; this ſeems [trange, but ſome of the 
aforementioned Authors tettifie it ; ſome have two Pupils, and look 
Ctofſe ; others by praiſe inchant; we know ſome charming words will 
do much, not as they are words, but Charms. 

Greg. Horft1as, Epiſt. Med, ſet?,7. ſaith, If the lookwill do it, in all 
reaſon much more the touch ; but that I do not know, Reaſon 18s not 
Reaſon, that follows not Experience; for matter of doing, the Con- 
ſcience is Reaſon ; but Experience only, for matter of knowing, 1s Rea- 
ſon ; otherwiſe Reaſon is but a pleaſing phaniie, which one man thinks 
Reaſon, and another not ; Biermannu, and Vieras, by thzir experience 
nd neither Aſpect nor Contact to bewitch ; this Ido believe, many 
women may bewitch thoſe they have not ſeen, butit is rarely ſeen ; 
ſometimes they intend(as the two Spirits in Mary Hallin Angſt 1664, 
2bourt Gadsden cid exprefie ; th2y we:e ſent to her father, but had not 
Power , given of God,) to beivitch one, and cannot, andſo pon nes 
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another of the family. So I have been told of a Child ſo bewitched fol 
another, in theſe parts, - 

IV. A Fourth kind of Cauſe is, a caſual advantage that Witches take 
upon Men nigh to ſome danger ; as a ſober Divine told me, his Brother 
was in a Scots ſhip, when a Witch transformed her ſelf into a Crow, 
and was in the Air to raiſe a Wind to caſt 1& away, out of Envy 
ſhe bore to the Matiners ; but her mother, a Witch, withſtood it, So 
Remigins relates how Witches from their own confeſſion, being brought 
afore him, did intimate that they took advantage on mens nearneſs to 
danger, as one being on a Cart, they made fall, and break his Limbs ; 
another going amonglt Trees , they cauſed a rotten bough to break off, 
and With a wind directed it to his Eye, and ſo put it out. 

V. /They kill ſome by anointing them ; what theſe Oyntments be, 1 
know not; there be, I ſuppoſe, no ſuch in a Apothecaryes thops, the 
force- is from the Devil ; nor do they uſe theſe to kill, ſo much as to 
flie wfthall ; and whom they anoint with this oyntment, they will make 
toflie ; indeed, as Rem:gius well obſerved, whom they ſay it ſhall 
kill, but eſpecially their powder, it kills ; and whom they ſay it ſhall 
hurt ſo, it hurts in ſuch a manner and meaſure : they do often mutter 
ſome words, when they anoint themſelves With it to flie, That we do 
not ſpeak theſe things onely of our ſelf, the Reader may ſee byyreading 
Remigius his Damonolatry, Bodinus his Demoromany , Vierus de Preſtigits, 
Grillandas de Sortilegiis , Fohn CMeyerus in Hiſtoria Flandrie, and Fa 
Sprangerus, 

V 1. ASixth way they have to cauſe ſickneſs, and brir$ death, to 
deſtroy Cattel , and fruits of the Earth, is a Powder ; this they ſome- 
times ſtrew on men in bed, or Children ; or if they ſprinkle it, they 
' that go over it are ſubje& to that miſchief the Witch appoints that ſcat- 
rersit; or they bury it in ground, and Beafts that go over itare hurt ; 
if they ſprinkle it on fruits, they die : they receive it of their evil ſpirits, 
and, as Remigins well obſerves, 1t never hurts them, let them touch ir 
how they will ; and it hurts others onely as they do appoint it ; Bodinzs 
ſaith, Onthe 11, of January, 1577. # Witch was ſentenced to die, that 
confeſſed ſhe had killed three men,by caſting a Powder wrapped in Paper, in the 
wa) they were to travell , ſaying, IN THE NAME OF ALL DEVILS. 

At Piftavinum in the year x564. were thtee men and one woman con- 
demned to be burned ; they confeſſed they hid duſt under threſholds, 
and Sheep-Coats, whereby they hurt men and Beaſts ; that the Devil 
oave them this Powder thus; After they had all anojated themſelves, 
or flyen on Goats , Beſoms, or the like, enchanted by their Diabolical 
Arts to carry them either high ox w__ that is, on the gtound, or alofc in 

the 
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en» Air, cxceecing {wift , they came into huge meetings, where one 
Devil in ſhape of a Goat ſat on a Throne, to which all did Homa oC 
and kifled his filthineſs ; then they danced, had carnal Copuſation with 
other D2vils, feaſted, and laſt of all, the principal Devil did burn his 
body to Aſhes, of which every Witch took ſome, that ſhe micht de- 
ftroy withall ; the Devils uttering theſe words, Revenge your {rives, and 
flay : They did all renounce God, and deny all Fai:h in him, and Obe- 
dience towards him ; and if any c1d not obſerve the Devils commands, 
and do miſchief, they were puniſhed ; nor durſt they abltain from their 
Notturnal Coveniicles, Many Hitiories confirm theſe thinos - W2 make 
but a brief Abſtract cf them , the forelaid Authors may ſatisfie the 
Reader fully therein. 

VII, Sometimes they make natural Remedies to produce preternatural 
Effects ; as by giving the party ſomewhat to eat,- but that that is eaten 
hath no power to ralie ſuch ſtrange Symptomes , but rather gives power 
to the Witch, by g:ving any to,or receiving any thing from the party that 
3s to be bewitchea ; and until then , ſome VeEutches have confeſled that 
they could not have ineir minds, or power to bewitch ; ſo a Neighbeur 
of mine tells me concerning his Siſter, long intended to be bewitched by a 
Witch ; and of one in the lile of Ely, I heard the like, who could not 
be bewitched until the Witch had got him to eat meat With her : The 
Proverb is, /t rs ill mediing with edged Tooles ; or Bad daring to catch 
# Bear by th: Tovth ; tis worſe dating, to have to do with the De- 
Dil. 

V I IT. Witches have anotier way, when theſe will not do, or at 
Lat ſo ſuitably 2s the occaſion ftands, that is, to Metamorphoſe or 
transform themſelves 1nio Cats, Rats, Fiyes, Bees, Wolves, &c. 
and ſometime they lie in lurking holes (cas Remrgins pathetically de- 
ictibes) ſeeking our ruineand miſchief ,, white we {leep ſecurely, little 
diftruſting any thing wen We lie down ; Therefore (ſaith he) it 25 beſt for 
25 10 commut ard commend xr ſelves to God in ory Prayers when we liedown, 
and deſire his Protection ; for there have-been of all ſorts of men, both for 
goodneſs and greatneſs, harmed by them: He relates of one that confeſſed the 
rransformed her ſelf into the ſhape of a Cat, and the People of the 
houſe let her run up and down, not «Mivking any thing ; and when they. 
were Cone out of the houſe, with a Powder ſhe had 1n the bottom or 
Claw of her foot, ſhe ſprinkled the face of the Child in the Cradle, and 
1t cid, 

A Lawyer told me, at-an Afſ:z2s of this County, he heard a Witch 
{ay at Bench, before the Judge and her Accuſers ; She was [ure zot to die 
zet - for «the miſchief ſhe had done, was 18 transformsng her ſelf ao” the 
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ſhape of a Bumble Bee; and biting the Maids thread often 1n pieces as ſhe 
ſpun 3 which Maid came in againit her, It would be too tedious here to 
detcry how Witches can thus alter their bodies, or in a manner anniht- 
late them. This world was made of nothing, by Spiritual Power,and may 
be reſolved into nothing again by the ſame Power ; and we can reſolve 
denſe Bodies into Air, anc coagulate Air into Water ; and the Devil, 
qratenus a Spirit, can do that, that a Spitit can do ; but as being the 
worſe, and weaker then God, he vaties ; but by Gods permiſſion he is 
able ro do much. 

Left any ſhould dorbt of the Transformation of Witches, and how 
they are ſenſible in the ſhapes of Wolves,Cats, Mice, Dogs, Hoges, &c. 
and a& the parts of ſenfitive Creatures therein, and copulate with the 
Creatures of the thape they aſſume , and ear ſometime ſuch meat, and 
devour Children in the ſhape of Wolves, let them read Remngrns his 
proper chapter , Peter de Loyer , John Tritemius, Bodinus, Herodotus, 
Pompolins Mela, Solinns , Maſter Gage of the VVelt I»dies, and others ; 
as Sprangerus, Vierus, and Vincentins , Witneſſes enough ; who alſa 
reſtife the ability of VVitches, through D1abolical Power given them, 
ro transform and metamorphoſe any men or women tney have power 
to hurt into what ſhape they pleaſe, commonly holding Gimilitude with 
ſome of Gods created Animals, 

And in the ſhape of VVolves have divers V Vitches lacerated and 
eaten thoſe they thirſted to be revenged of, or thoſe that caſually 
fell into their hands , I ſhould rather ſay their Clawes ; which when 
Michael Verdunns, and Peter Burgorns ( as Vierns lib. 6. cap, 13. 
teſtifies ) firſt ſaw, they were afraid of their new form they had brought 
themſelves into , thus deſtroying Men and Cattel, they thought not to 
be found out by the ſecular Authority, and ſo to raign ſecurely in their 
Homicide,

Others were with ſome ſinking Suffumige caſt on Coals ; (0 was a 
Maid I knew cured, a Mouſe in imilicude » leaped from her Mouth, 
held open when the fit approached, | 

A ſober Antient Gentleman told me, he intimately knew one in the 
Mz of Ely, whoſe name he told, but now I have forgot it; he was be- 
witched, and beforgſtrange fits he had like a Mouſe came to him, which 
none could hinder; he ſent to a white Witch, or Nectomancer, 
Sorcerer , Magician, or what you pleaſe to call him ; he gave him an 
Amulet or Charm to hang about his neck, and fo long as he wore that, 
he was freed ; he durſt not leave it off: this Wizard asked if they 
were wicked People , elſe ,. he {aid , hecould not, or would not help 
them. 

Anne Bedenham , we read in Henry More , when (he raiſed Spirits, 
made a ſtinking perfume on Coals, after her Circle was diawn , and 
conjuring Charmes in her Book read; the Devil loves, it ſeems, 
evil baſe Odoutrs, aud Sluttiſhneſs is commanded , as Regmigius Was 
told by them. ; | 

2, Of the Cure of plain Witchcraft, wherein nothing palpably enters 
the Sick, or is alive within them; and farlt of preſervation. . 

Divers things are traditionally delivered, as Preſervatives againſt 
Witchcraft, wore about us, and offenſive to Devils. therefore 1 be- 
heve came Roſemary, Miſſelto,and Jvy,to be hung up in Houſes, becauſe 
the Antients judged thoſe to defend Houſes from evil Spirits ; Levinus 
Lemni«s , in one of his laſt Chapters of his Book of the Wonders of 
Nature , hath divers ſuch , as he and others, with to wear Corral, 
Lapis Amianthes , Graines of Paris, Piony , and Rhue, to defend 
from Witchcraft ; cn2 of London, a German Phyſitian, highly ex- 
tolls Corral, and told a friend of mine he cured one bewitched 
with 1t.. | | 

Our beſt way is to deſire. GOD's Protection, .and pray to him, and 
keep our ſelves from wickedneſs; and to have nothing to do with thoſe 
that have reaſon to be ſuſpeRed for Witches, or to do preternatural 
ARs ; though indeed the Rupid and ſuperſtionated Vulgar, judge onely 
thar honeſt, many times, thatis within the reach of their Capacity and 
Experience onely.. |

an Horſe or Hen, &c. be bewitched to .death , if- they are burnt alive, 
and in the fit, the Witch comes, and . complains: : Theſe are all. Ex-. 


amples that I, by my diligent Inquiſition into theſe things , have been + 


informed of.;. But Authors in other Ages, and other Countryes ,. will. 
bear me out in the truth hereof. 

_ 2ly. Call upon GOD ;pray eameſily &-unceſtantly; we are-in no caſe 
to throw away Faith, and not in any to take Preſumption:let none think, 
I am berter then ſuch an one, . and GOD ought to defend me,. and I'am 
ſure 1 ſhall not be hurt if I go amongſt Witches or Spinits , this is Pre« 
| ſumption, 
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ſumption ; better than thee have ſuffered worſe : for matter of driving 
out Devils, Prayer avails more than in ordinary Witchcraft , yet ſome 
cannot be curedatall ; and Remnigins ſaith , In one the Devil anſwered, 
Becaviſe the Sick, had never prayed ro God for reſtauration ; but the Witches 
ove other Reaſons, Why they could not cure others ; tuch things are 
ſecret to us, yet common in the Councels of Spirits ; and Witches 
cannot cure , nor cure by any other way , than that their Fiends or Fa- 
miliar Spirits order and command, or at leaſt this is moſt common. 

Thirdly, Uſe Specifical Medicines, antipathetical to Demors, if any 
be ſo qualified, and effeQuually ſo: Corral, Etites, Emerods , Rhue, 
Piony, Roſemary, Miſlelto, and Birch , were uſed by the Antients : 
ſome of the Antients thought all Convulfions and Epileprick pathons, 
Vertigoes, and Hyſtericks, to ariſe from Demons and Spirits ; and ty- 
ing theſe about their necks, and giving them inwardly , they were 
helped ; ſo that falſe Foundations muſt needs have rotten Super- 
ſtructures, | 

Pliny, 116.30.cap.2, Relates that Cynecephalea, an Heard that is called 
in Egypt Ofirites , prevails againſt all Witchcraft; and that the Gram- 
marizn Appion raited the Ghoſt of Homer by it, to tell him what 
Country man he was, but received no anſwer, as he durſt relate. 

Matthiolus ſaith, The Seed of the Hearb True-love, 51 at atime drank, 
for twenty dayes, cures Diſeaſes canſed by Faſcination. 

Lobelins, pag. $7. ſaith, the Herb Priamis, With white Pepper and 
Wines, looſes Witchcraft.- 

Thomas Bartholin , for ſuch as cannot copulate and eject ſperme, 
with their own Wives through Wirchcraft , praiſes from others Birch 
Tree. 

For Love-Enchantment, Skenkius, Obſerv. Medecinal : pag.y15. en- 
Joyns to take of Unious Stones, and Saint Fohn's.wort, called Fage De- 
momm, equal parts, anda lirtle Balm, . give them in drink, and hang 
the Loadftone, Amulet-like, about their necks.

The Power of Spitits is not to be compared to , ner limitcd by the 
Power of Natural Cauſes ; and if the motion of one natural thing can- 
not be ſolved by the motion of another, much lefle may ſupernatual be 
ſolved by natural Cauſes. 

And if Lightning will ſo ſoon exanimate Men, and they die ſud- 
denly, no weund ſeen, but only black ; and drink up Buckets of Water, 
not hurting the Bucket ; or contrariwiſe, breaking a Barrel, and fixing 
the Beer in it that it ſhall not run forth ; or melt the Sword in the Scab- 
bard , the Sheath it is in, unhurt; or Gold to be melted in the Cheſt, 
that being fafe , or if Herb Moonwort mill unſhoe the Hotſe and looſe 
his ferters,or Herb Looſeftrife tied about Oxens necks make them agree; 
or if Hetbs,or Lozenges of Roots of Ciclamen, or Caro Buforum will 
cauſe Love ; Darnell, madneſs; Wine, mitth and alacrity ; and Corral, 
Miſelto, and Wood. Nightſhade,releaſe the bewitched, and drive away 
Fiends ; or if the Loadftone can draw Iron, or Gold Quickſilver ; or 
if a few Graines of prepared Gold will blow up an houſe , or Wolves 
Guts, unſeen, aftoniſh Hcrſes, or the looks of the Bafilisk,kill Men; or 
Unicorns Horn , Spiders ; or if the Aſh-Tree will kill Adders or *er- 
pents ; the Remora op the Ship in its carrear : or Torpedo-fiſh, benu.. 
the hands that holds the angle, at the hook of which ſhe is hung ; or if 
an Air or ſuddain blaſt can take away all mens Limbs, and ſemetimes 
Senſes, and make ApopleRick ; or the fume of Char-coal in a cloſe 
roome make lethargick ; if Ap:nm Riu, or Herb Sardis, will make 
Men die convulfive and laughing : if theſe, I ſay, and thouſands 
their like , be really true, (which our other Writings may manifeſt, 1f 
they come ever to be publiſhed) let theſe firſt be ſolved by Reaſon and 
by the courſe in Nature on other things , before ſupernaturals come to 
be compared by natural , and to be denyed to be, by reaſon of the im- 
poſſibility of their cauſe. 

What reaſon is there why ſome ſhould faſt divers Months, and others 
Years, and ſome eat twenty times as much as moſt Men ? why ſhould 
Chamelions live without eating or drinking, and Tontoiſes and Sala- 
manders diverſe months, when Man and moſt Beaſts muſt feed every 
day ? why ſhould Flyes, Swallows, Butterflies, Caterpillers, &c. lie 
dead and ſenſleſs all Winter, and revive in Summer, when moſt 
creatures either live alwayes alike, or die for altogether 2 why ſhould 
ſome creatures live in two Elements, when moſt cannot ? Tortoiſes lie 
covered in Earth, or He on Earch in the Sun , or ſwim in the Water ; 
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ſome American-Fiſh come on the day time on Land and eat grafle; the 
S ea-Calf, Crocodiles,and Octers do the ſame ; and why ſhould the Sala- 
mander live in the fire , when none elſe can? and Seamen, that are 
ſometimes caught by Fiſhers , exactly formed like ns, can live on Land 
as well as in the Water - which things our Phy/ology, Fatroſophy, and 
Pucumatograpby declares ; how comes the Stomacks of Hens to digeſt 
Gold, Stones, and Pearls; and Dogs Bones, the Srrmth;ocamelus or 
Okrich digeſts Iron ; and Tyburones Dog-fiſh, and Sharks concoct 
Cloaths, Shoes, Hats, Caps, &c, and who gave the diverſity of ap- 
petites to all theſe creatures,and thouſands more ? for as theſe differ one 
from another , ſo others from theſe : how doth the ebbing and flowing 
of the Sza , magnitudine et numero, differ in diverſe places? and why 
ſhould the Needle touched, turn alwayes to the Norti-Pole ? the ſtony 
birth at Agendicum , Whole Towns and Armies turned Stcne iuddainly 
and ſecretly with tbe Air? the birth of a Childe at Pragae having all its 
inteine Bowels hanging forth, from its Mother, ſeeing a Calf fo exen- 
rerat2d three Months afore her delivery ? the force of Imaginaticn, the 
Cauſes of Sympathies and Antipathies, are dithculrt to find ot ; ſome 
ſwoond at Cheeſe and yet eat Cheeſe;Cuid ; ifome ſweat, and are in 
an Agony, when brougat afore a roaſted Pige, and yet love Pork ; ſome 
ſy ond at a Breaſt, and yet eat a Shoulder of Mutton ; and ſome 
{rv00d at Cats, and others at Eeies, that are in the room with them, 
though unſeen and unknown; whence 15 it that lome long for. Poſies, 
and Kiſles, and to eat mans Fleſh, end rotten Carcaſles ?

tafies.of Men, for the general Reaſon of Man. Some critical diſtin&i- 
ons needfully may follow ; neither are all Juglers, Tumblers and Tiick- 
ſhewers, quatenus Juglers, Tumblers, &c, Witches, ( ſo that thoſe 
' that ſhew bo ſuch Tricks may be W::ches, and they that ſhew ſuch 
Tricks may not) nor are all that be Witches, quantenus Witches, Juglers, 
Trick-thewets, &c. therefore ihoſe that wicay the being of teality in 
Witchcraft, becauie there 1s fraud and deluſion in another thing, prove 
things by mittaken and unneceſiary con:cquents ; neither have all that 
have becn condemaed for Witches, been Witches, nor have all that 
were Witches, been condemned for , or reputed the ſame : neither are 
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all things that are reported, ttne ; nor all things that are true, are re- 
ported : the proving one thing falſe, doth not deny another'to be true ; 
and the proving falſneſs in any one thing , doth not prove there is onely 
falſneſs in that thing : Shall we judge becauſe there be ſome Hypocrites 
in Religion, that there be none fincere? or becauſe one Man lyed, 
therefore no Man may ſpeak true? for he lyed not, quoad a Man , but 
quoad untrue ; we muſt ſee where the diſtintion- and ftreſs of an Argu- 


ment lies, whether 1n the Thing, or irs Attribute , and therein concein- 


ing Witchcraft,many miſtake themſelves : if we will go about to prove 
in any Profeſſion that there be Impoſtors and Diſſemblers , we ſhall 
ſuſfciently prove —_— that there is truth in the thing , from which 
theſe Impoitors and Diſlzmblers do recede and deviate ; elſe they will 
be proved not to be Impoſtors and Diflemblers : It doth nor follow that 
becauſe one Man lies awake with his eyes ſhut , and another lies aſleep 
With his eyes opzn, that all men muſt do ſo : Witches may do all that 
Juglers do, but Juglers cannot do all that Witches can do; and to con- 
demn the fraud and impotence of the greater, by the fraud and impo- 
rence of the lefle, is an impertinent proof: and alſo they differ more 
then quoad gradum et madum; We mult not prove by ſleep that death is the

Some believe concerning Witches, and not concerning Spirits ; and 
ſome believe concerning Spirits, and not concerning Witches; and 
ſome believe both, and ſome neither : and as many men did commit 
that, that was falſe to writing, ſo many men did omit that that was true 
in writing ; and many things are written that are true, that are not ful- 
ly written as they are true, 

But ſometime there is more controverſie and diſpute about the word ; 
one ſpeakes , irch;as to its vulgar acceptation, another as to 1ts genu- 
ine fignification; and perhaps both may mean one thing. I perceive 
many things wz have writ in this Book are not ſo trange to moſt Londor- 
ers 2$ to Country People ; and many things are more familiar to Coun- 
try People then Zoudovers; and the Vulgar do commonly judge all by 
enatlittle Experience they have; and I am confident ten thouſand People 
in the Ciry of Lozdoz , and proportionably in the Country , can bring 
theif Experience of theſe things : And the onely way to decide all con- 
troverhes, is © havz,as it Were,a trial at an Aiſizes, and all the wit- 
neſies to bz ſworn q many would dzpoſe upon Orh their infallible Ex- 
P211ence in thefe things, and Experience mult be that that OEIIPLS 
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ewixtus, thatis from Experror , to have tryed; but opinions come 
onely from Opinor, to think, Quot homines, tot ſementia, velle [num cuiq);

in part already believe,

nifeſt that Spirits have aſſumed bodies : Ergo they may, 

If there ever have been Witcheries, Exorciſms , and Conjurations, 
there may be : But the Scripture, and many Writers, and Moderne 
Experience, teſtifies there have been ſuch : Erge there may: be Witch- 
ences, &c. : 

If in all Profeſſors and Profeſſions there hath been both falfity and 
reality , then the Profeſſors of Conjuration, Exorciſmes, and Witch- 


craft may be ſome falſe, and ſome true : But Scriptures, Writings, and. 


Experience teſtifies, &c. Ergo. | 

If the Power of the Devil can do onely what Man can do, and onely 
as man can do it, then there be no Witches : But the Scripture, many 
Authors, and Vulgar Experience, ſhewes the Devil doth higher things 
then Man , and 1n another manner then Man can : Ergo, there ma' + 
Witches. 

If there ever were ſuch Diſeaſes in Man that were impoſſible to be 
effeced by Natural Cauſes , they muſt be by Supernatural ; and if ſo, 
by Diabolical ; and if ſo, by Agents: But itis clear there have been 
ſuch : Ergo we conclude the Devil hath done theſe, and that by Agents, 
which we call Witches. 

If there ever were any that could make Water Blood, raiſe the 
bodies of Men buried, and make Inanimate things Animate , &c. 
and not by the Power of God, nor Natural Cauſes, it muſt>be from 
the Devil : But the Scriptures clearly ſhew-ſuch have been : Ergo,there 
are ſuch as work by Devils,

ves, like mewing of Cats,barking of Dogs, roaring of Bears, &c.at laſt 
a Voice ſpcke in het, Pus Cat, what aCat ? nothing but mue ; this Was 
about the beginning of Auguſt, 1664. and after this the evil Spirit ſpoke 
often , exeiciling the tricks and torments, convulſions, and elevati- 
ons of the Maid, as bzfore it ſpoke, with ſome Additions, 

The manner and matter of the Spirits ſpeaking was on this wiſe : | 

If any ſaid , Get thee out of her , Satan; the [pitit replyed., We are 
two; and as oft as any ſaid, Satan, or Dewl, it would reply, We are 
two; and would ſay, We are onely two little Imps, Gfe Harods, ard 
Youngs ; ſometimes we are inthe ſhape of Serpents , ſemet;mes of Flyes, 
ſometimes of Rats or Mice; and Gfe Harod ſeat #5 10 choak_ this Maid, 
Mary Hall ; #:: we ſhould have choak;d Goodman Hall , but of him we had 
10 Power , and ſo poſſeſſed his daughter ; we came down the Chimny, riding 
on a ſtick, and went firſt to Marty's foot, whereupon ber foot trembled fiſt of 
all her diſktemper. At other times, upon diverſe occaſions, either volun- 
tazily, or in anſwer to the queitions of thoſe that came to ſee her, they 
ſaid-y They would do more miſchief if they conld ; yea, they would deſtroy 
all Mankind, and berevenged on their Adverſaries , but God was above, 
i hey hail 77 Power, yet Rany times they would ſpeak Blaſphemouſly of 
God; and ſay, God canzor caſt us out , we are above God ; we are four to 


one, 


Ary Hall, a Maid of Womans Stature, a Smiths Daughter 
of little Gadſdew in the County of Hartford, began to ficken 
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oxe, (meaning the two Witches that ſent them, and they two, againſt 
God) and do you think we cannot deal with him well enough. When ſome 
came to pray,they would fay, You ſhall not caſt us out we will rire you all ont ; 
and when they had done praying, the Spirits Would ſay, Did we not telf 
yon, you ſhould not caft ns out ? where 1s your God xow ? When one of Saint 
eAlbans came to pray, the Spitits ſaid , Get yow poze, for we cannot 
abide you : to another they ſaid , that ſpoke to them of Gud , Get you 
gone, it ts dark, it 15 late, you will be benighted, 

Sometimes to thoſe that came to calt themout, they would ſay, T hey 
would be gone to morrow ; or that they had 2 ſhort time , and thereforo muſt 
be buſie in ſhewing a few prarkes more , ere they went out ; at another time 
they would tell them , They muſt choak, her, and they would not out 
yet, 

Sometimes they would bid her, Mary, choak your ſelf, when ſhe went 
tocat; and when ſhe went nigh water, ary, dround your ſelf ;, and 
when ſhe would not do it, and they wanted Power to make her, they 
wouldſay, Ah Fool, Fool, Fool, Fool, what will you not drownd your 
ſeif 2 when ſhe was nigh the Fire, they would ſay, ary, pat your bead 
into the Fire ; or, Mary, put your head into the Pot , and tometimes of 
a ſuddain they would dop down her head, as if the ſhould pur it into the 
Scalding Pottage, but could not effect ir. 

Becauſe many People came to her , her father, in September (cu 
her to ſeveral Friends Houſes, five or {ix miles more or lefle diſtant ; 
where Friznds met to pray ; and the Spirits would ſay , ALary ſhall net 
ride, and would lift her up, and mak? her ſhake, ſo that they were 
fain to hold her on the Hotſe ; but formerly they ſuffered her to ride 
without interruptions fince they begun to ſpeak, when ſhe went to read 
in the Bible , they would fay, ary, do not reed; or, Mary you ſhall not 
read , for Books are all againſt us ; her father would ſay, She ſhall read in 
ſp:ght of all the Devils, and ſo the did alwayes without interruption ; for 
when ſhe read, ſhe was not moleſted, bur once they did convulſe her 
Arms,and threw the Books far from her, 

When ſome prayed by her , and ſaid , At the Name of God ſhall all 
Fleſh Tremble ; and at the Name of Jeſus ſhatl every kyee bow, they would 
make her io tremble, and her knees to bow ; and when ſo done , laugh 
and ſing, We know how to cheat you , and make you believe any 
thing.

God ſpeakes the word, wemuſt out : and at other times they would how],

end we bave endeavoured to choak her, but cannot : and when Gfe Har- 
wod Was goin away , the Spirits cryed, ſaying, Fe wil go with you, 
Ge Harwood,;0n ler us go with you ; will you leave 45,Goodwife Harwood ? 
but Gfe 797g, the other they accuſed, never came to vindicate her 
ſelf, | | 

Door Weordbouſe got Mary Hills mailes that were cutoff, and with 
ſomewnat fe acced, hung them up in the Chimny a reeling over-night ; 
2nd by next Mmcining Gfe Harwood came, which they thought ro be cau- 

ed by the aforeſaid things. oo 

When it was falked amoneſt the Houſhold that Gfe Harod ſhould be 
had before a Juſiice ; upon the Spirits accuſation, the Spirits would 
plead for ter, andiay, Do not have fe Haiivood afore the Faſtice + But 
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after ſhe had com2, and denyed them, they would ſay , Let Gfe Har- 
wood be hanged, if ſhe will, becanſe ſhe denyed us, 

The voice theſe Spirits uttered, differed ; the father ſaid, he thought 
one had a ſhrill voice , and the other a great ; ſometimes they would 
ſpeak like a Child, and drawling ;' ſometimes greatly, and ſonarovuſly ; 
ſometimes they would imitate the voices of thoſe that were in the Houſe, 

Ere they ſpeak , the SpeQators beheld her Breaſt to riſe, and by 
the eradual lifting up of her Breaſts towards her Throat, ſomewhat 
ſeemed to aſcend; then it came into her Throat, and diti:nded that, fo 
that her neck ſeemed at ſometimes as if a roll was in it. 

Sometimes her lips in ſpeaking were not moved, bur commonly they 
were, and her tongue alwayes ; for the Spirits by the pains ſhe felr, 
and by the ſwelling of thoſe parts ſeen to the Spez&ators, came to the 
root of the Tongue, and moved it. 

Sometimes they came thus to her Throat, to try if they could choak 
her, and her breath would be Ropped for a while, and then be at a little 
more liberty ; and preſently they would ditend and ſwell her Throat 
again, ſo that ſhe was ready to woond,, and for a while 1laboured for 
breath : ſometimes ſhe had many of theie fits, and ſometimes was freed 
a good while ; the ſlept well, and eat freely, and all the while ſhe 
read, the Spirits troubled her not ; fo that eating, reading, and! ep- 
ing, were her immunity, or times of reprieve, 

But when People prayed, they tore and tormented her ; yet at ſome- 
times they lay ſtill; and if ſhe ſat, on a ſuddain they would make her 
leap up a good height ; ſometimes in length ſhe would leap an Extra- 

. ordinary Way ; ſometimes as ſhe lay on her bed, and was fain to be held, 
on a ſuddain (while others were praying, the Spirits lying till a good 
while) ſhe would leap up and hit her head againſt the Beds Teſtor, 

Sometimes ſhe would beat her ſelf, ſometimes with one, ſometimes 
both hands, chiefly on the Breaſt. 

Sometimes her legs would go, falt and violently, kicking of the 
oround , and the Spirits would ſay, Come, Mary, Dance ; and then they 
would make a tune, and make her feet to Dance it ; ſometimes they 
would ſay, Mary, make a mouth , and they then convulſed her mouth, 
ſo that her-lips ſeemed griftles, and her Noſe was ſometimes drawn 
up 3 another time they ſhould ſay , Ye will put out your Eyes ; and then 
they would ſo draw together her Eye-lids , that ſcarce any extuberance 
of the Eye could be perceived. 

Sometimes they would ſay, Come, Mary, turn round ; and then they 
would whisk her round ; ſometimes they would ſay , Twra half round, 

- and ſhe would do accordingly, 
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Sometimes When the Spirits moved her Tongue , ſome of the Houſe 
would catch hold of it, to ſtay it, and it was pulled from them, 

They read out of Maſter Cxz/pepers Books , that AMsſlero of the Oak, 
was gord againſt Witchceaft ; wherefore they got ſome Miſleto, and ap- 
plyed about her neck, and ſhe trembled ; and to what part ſoever they 
2pplyedit, ſoas1t touched her Fleſh., ſhe trembled ; by which they 
perceived it had prevalency againit Diabolical Incantation ; bat did the 
Maid no g003,as to the Expulſion of the Cacodamons, 

When Doctor Woodhouſe ordered ſome things to be boiled for her, 
aJoon as taty began to boil, the Maid, or the Spitits in her, did 
tremble and ſhake, and ſo continued all the While thoſe Autidemoniack- 
Medicines boiled, 

Though ſhe was for the moſt part moſt tortured and moleſted when 
any prayed by her, yet the was willing thereto., becauſe defirous to 
be rid of that enchralment ; yet commonly we cannot tell how: to 
entertain Willingly a preſent miſery , though it ding to us an after ex- 
traordinaty happineſs, 

All this while ſhe looked pretty well for colour , and kept her Fleſh; 
ſhe was a Civil fair-conditioned Maid, and her Friends inclined to 
the Anabaytiſts Set, and molt that came to. pray by her were of their 
Te- ers. 

..2 would ſometimes be forced againſt the walls, ſcrabbling with 
her hancs 2s if ſhe would run up ; the Spirits would precipitate her in 
Giverſe manners, but that they wanted Power, as ſometimes they ſaid 
they could not hurt an hair of her.-head ,, and though they tortured her 
body , they could not damnitie her Soul ; her mind was free and un- 
hurt, when her fits were off, and when the Spirits werz no Way occa- 
fonally moved. 

Aﬀſoon as Doktor Woodhouſe had given her a Spoonful of ſome Liquor, 
teins ſcarce got dcoivn her Throat, ſhe fell Cown in a ſyoond; ſo that it 
is apparant ſome things are Antipathetick to Demons, 

I told them I doubted natural Remedies would do no good , other- 
wiſe I could have adviſed them to give her Powder of Coal, of Pony, 
cf Miſleto, of Herb True-Love, and of Saint Johns-wort, ſeverally, 
now tome of one, and anon ſom?2 of another 3 and to have hung, 
Roſemary, IMiſleto, Ivy and (oralin the houſe ,. and about her neck, 
or to have given her the Decoction of them at any time , ſpecially in 
the fits, in ſuch manner as ſhe could beſt rake them. 

The Evil Spirats would rarely take notice of any, or ſpeak-to them 
if they Rood civily in the Room, unleſs that they firſt ſpake to, or con. 

cerning the Spuits ; they wourd ſometune ſay, We may eaſily be caſt ont, 
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one word will caſt #s ont ; the ſtanders-by would preſently ask ? Phat word ? 
Aajnre,ſaid the Spirits : but they tryed that, & many other ineffectually. 

I went over to have ſeen her, bur ſhe was not at home , and her Fa- 
ther and Uncle ſaid, they knew not whither ſhe was carryed by ſome other 
friends ſhe had , that uſed to pray with her ; Therefore I made it my buti- 
neſs to examine ſirialy, her Father, Brother and Silter, at aif- 
ferent times, and alſo her Uncle , who were moſt conitantly wich her 
and ſaw all her changes; and alſo in the Town I examined iome that were 
preſent with her in her fits, and of ſome Neighbour Towns ; who neld 
alike in their confeſſion. 

Since,in September, Oftober,and November, litile talk hath been of her, 
but I hear, ſhe1s ſo afflicted (till ; bur the Spirits lie (till for the mott 
part , unleſs by queſtions, or praying, they are difiurbzd ; ſometimes 
they ſay , they lift her up toa great height , but ſay , they cannot hrert one 
Hair of her head. 

Since,on December 1, I was there, and ſaw the poſtures and carriage 
of the Maid : when I went firlt into the houte the Maid was: feeding, 
and looked well-bleed, ſeemingly ſhe was very well : I asked the Spirits 
ſome queltions, and they anſwered me, but very fooliſhly ; they ſaid, 
T hey were ſent by Gfe Harod, who gave them her Soul to come into CM. » 
Hall , I asked them if they Were tent by a Councel of Superiour . 
mms? they anſwered thus, We will not tell you, that we won't, that we 
won't, that we won't, I asked them, if they did not fear Gocs puriſh» 
ing them to all Eternity , for thele endeavours of Wrong to mankind ? 
they anſwered , We do not fear God, we care not for God, Ilaskedif their 
Superiour Demons, or Maitetrs, ſatina Local Hell, to give out com- 
miſſion, to ſuch as they, to go and ds their ſervice, or Whether the 
chiefer Spitits alſo did prflefle any, as they did? they ſaid, Fe won't 

tell you, that we won't. ITasked them , how they liked the Bible? they 
made no anſwer, I asked to what purpoſe were their fooliſh , idle, un- 
neceſlary tricks, they tended not to advance the intereſt of their Ma- 
fters Kingdom? they anſwered nothing. Both in her reading and feed- 
ing, both her fits of ſpeaking, and convuliive fits moleſted her : alwayes 
when the ſpoke , her voice was intelligible, plain, and modeſt ; they 
ſpoke ſcarce to be underſtood : alwayes afore they ſpoke, her Throzt 
ſwelled, her Face grew red, her head (hook, and was wreathed abour, 
until they had done ; When I cauſed her tongue to be held out of her 
mouth, their voice Was more obſcure. ; it is ſometimes hoarſer, ſome- 
times thriller; ſometimes ſmall, ſometimes great; ſometimes her Throat 
ſwells more, ſometimes lefle, and her Breaſt is elevated; ſhe went 
to read, they told her , ſhe ſhould nat , yet ſhe did ; ſhe then had a 
ſhaking. 
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(hiking of one Leg ; I laid my hand upon her knee, and then the motion 
ceaſed there , and writhed her body ; in her going, one Leg was took, 
as it were, With a cratnp ; but ſometimszs ſhe goeth very well ; nothing 
happens alwayes, and each ſometim:s ; ſometime one member, ſome- 
time anotner ; ſometime in one manner , and ſometime in another ; 
ſometimes almott all the members, and ſometimes ſcarce any. 

While I was there, Goodwife Hall told me, that the night before 
the Spirits told her, ſhe ſhowld not ſleep, and would ſometimes heave 
herupin bed, and tell her, Mary, we will bay you a black Gown, Hoods, 
and Scarf, and Rivbins, Hay ! Ribbins, Ribbins, Ribbins, Ribbins, 

Not being ſatished with what Ifaw, I went over to Barkisſted to 
Dottor Wooghouſe , who was her Phyſitian, and he told me he realy 
thought (he 'was poſſeſſed, and he told me two able Phyſitians, (whoſe 
nam2s I hive now forgotten) were With her, and told him ſhe was De- 
»2macally poſſeſſed, and that they being very lately in France, ſaw there a 
whole Covent of Nunns ſo handled as ary Hall was, with their 
Abbateſle; onely this Symptome was more in Mary Hall, then any 6i 
that Covent (who were to the number of thirty poſſeſſed with Devils ) 
thatere when the Spirits ſpoke in Mary Hat, in their preſence , her 
T":roxt , on each fide, was extended to the bigneſs of a mans filt ; 
...20 DoRor Woodhouſe ſaid , one of her keepers told him, that he and 
another nan held her in her Chair , and ſhe leaped up from them, and they 
rhought ſhe would have gone out of their reach , had they not pulled her down 
ed held her ; and another time, two men held her , and ſhe leaped out of her 
Chair , and until her fit was over , they could not force her down again : her 
fits commonly are very ſhort , eſpecially when they are very often. 
When ſhe came tobe cured, with Dottor Woodhouſe , ſhe fat very fill 
a while 1n his Payfick room, and on a ſuddain ſhe fell a ttamping, 
and ſo continued half an hour, till ſhe was all on a \weat, and made the 
houſe ſhake. 

DoRor Weodbouſe , gave her a Venificifuge, a Chymical preparation, 
oiven in tae thira part of a grain for one doſe ; Opium the ſtrongeſt of all 
things , many times in a Grain, makes very little alteration in the 
body ; but this 1id her, in part for a while, of her fits; but then the 
Spirits had never ſpoke in her : he hath uſed that Venificifuge to other 
bewitched perſons with good ſucceſſe; and to a Child of his own Town, 
that the People brought information it was in convulſion fits, he ſent 
convuliive Remedies ; they did no good : then he queſtioned the Que- 
rents Waat fits they were, They come, ſaid they, every day, at ſix of the 
Clock; he went then to ſee it, and found it to begin its fit, with pulling off 
_irs headcloaths;then it fell a pulling off its Hair,and then ſcratching om 
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$kin off its face;Mr.Sanders,the Aftrologer & (hirom-ncer,was there,who 
told Dr.Woodbouſe, It was bewitched, & accordingly,with other Remedies, 
itwas cured ; but the chief thing he truſteth to, 1s a Sigil to hang abour 
their Necks : He cured one in Barkawſted alſo, that two learned Phyſi- 
cians (many there be, that know Greek and Latin, though perhaps no- 
thing elſe txuly, and as they ought, which many a Boy of twelve or 
fourteen years old knows) ſaid, had Hyſterick Fits ; ſaid he, You will 
not believe that there be Witches, but you ſhall fee that the Party is not 
handled as you imagine, for Hyſterick Medicines will do her ro good ; 
but 1 will cure her with one thing, once gtven in the third pait of a 
Grain; Which was accomplithed. 


A Friend of his, uſed Amara Daulcis, a Mereary Placit, vathered 


when Mercary was (trong, effentially and accidentially, and applyed a- 
bout the parties Neck, when Mercury was well pohited in Honſe; and 
aſpected friendly by the Fortunes, and mott Ggnificant Planets. 

And Tragw ſaith, The People in Germany «ſcd to hang Amara Dulcis, 
or Wood-mght-ſhade about their Cattels Nicks, when they feared Witch- 
craft, 

Fi Spirits in Mary Hall told them, That if they would go to Redman 
of Amerſom, ( whom ſome ſay 1s a Coxjurer, others ſay, He i 22 ! ». 
xeſt and able Phyſician, and doth abundance of good) he would caſt them: 0... 

This Redmaz, by relation, is unlearned in the Languages, but hath 
abundance of Pratice, and is much talked of in remote parts ; he was 
once ſent to Priſon for theſe things, | 

A Child being very lick, likely to die, Redman bids them, Take the 
length of the Child with a Stick, and meaſure ſo much ground in the Church- 
ard, and there dig, and bury the Stick of the Childs leagth, and the Child 
ſuddenly recovered. 

Another troubled with an Ague, he bid go znto the Medow, and where 
two Cart rats croſſed one another , juſt there to-dig an hole with his ſtick, and 
make water therets; and the party thus doing, was freed of his ague. 

A third was wiſhed to boil an Egg in his rine,and bury it in an Ant-hill, 
where were many Ants, or Piſmires ; and hz preſently recovered cf his 
diſtemper. * ' 

Bur the Judge could not for theſe things do any thing to tim,and ſet 
him free ; theſe do not deny but he may be a Witch (or Wizard as ſome 
will have men to be called ) but do not prove he muli be ſo ;. and Ihave 
in my Obſervations, colle&ed from the Vulgar,diverſe of their praQtices- 
of this kinde,ridding their ſelves thereby of divers dGiſtempers, eſpecially 
Aoues, which we have thewn in our Pzretology, or Treatiſe of Agues, 

wit tn Latine, and inthe chapter of Tranſplantation. 
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Redman, as | am informed, pretends to do theſe, and the like feats 
by Aſtrology ; much indeed may be done lawfully by Aſtrology , but 
there be many that make that their pretence and defence, and probably 
uſe other Arts that may be unlawful, that go beyond Aſtrology. 

Goodwife Hall cold me, that ber Daughter was worſe when the Spirits 
Liy fill, and did not attaate her parts , for then ſhe was heavy , and Melan- 
cooly , and like a werght lay at her Stomack, 

The Mud is very young, and ieems baſhful, and modeſt ; her Pa-

Since on2 told me, that a Miniſter that was with ary Hall told her, 
that when he came in preſence, the Spitits ſaid, What do you do with that 
little Book in your Pocket ? he wondred,, when as he knew none ſaw or 
heard of it; if this be tive, it 1s Pracogmtion, and that is not Natural ;

Demina 'Arwagh 
hujus oppid:, ſome-years hnce, ſaw a Witch Gucked at Saint «Albans, 
and could not be made fink, though ſhe ſtrove, by putting her head 
under the Water, and was thruſt down with Poles ; and ſhe confeſſed, 
Oe of ber Imps leaped upon. her Breaſt in the Water, and ſhe could not {inh_- 
She and another man in Priſon did ſhew their Teats ; the Man had like 
2 Breaſt on his fide, and I ſuppoſe 1t was this party that Dow, BuzTzv de 
Saint Albans told me of, that ſhe confeſſed, She did exallly all thoſe chings 
rhat were all:dged agairſt her : Both theſe perſons were Eye-witneſfles, 
and Ear-witneflzs; and alſo that the Maid could not ſay Our Father, 
but Tour Fa:her, as oft as they demanded her to ſay the Lord's Prayer : 
An! the like I have heard from aivers, that they cannot call upon and 


own God, and renounce the Devil; and call God to Witneſs, rhat they 
diſclaim 
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diſclaim him, and all his Service, as others can. ary by chance, (ſo 
nick-named) 'tis here publickly known how ſhe ſwam, and could not 
fink with all the means ſhe could uſe ; and ſome ſay, She had got. Iron 
next her to make her ſink; Gu. xo2Ms hujus oppids, a very honeſt Man told 
me, (he ſawit) That about the year, 1637, Gfe, Roſe of Bedford (for 
bewitching a Maid's Peaſe (that had denied her ſome ) to be all, and 
each, worm-eaten ; and another fellow to be alwayes lowhe, though 
ſhifted every day, and never was afore ) was ducked, and could by no 
means ſink ; the Maid that ſhe bewitched, as to her Peaſe, offered to te 
ducked with her,to make the other the more willing, and ſhe ſank pre- 
ſently,and they could ſcarce bring her to life with all their haſt andArts. 

We muſt make theſe diſtin&tions, The Devil can cauſe all Diſeaſes 
that are Natural,but Nature cannot cauſe all Diſeaſes that are Diaboli- 
cal; the Devil, quatenw a Spirit, can do all manner of milchief ; but 
QOuatenxs Inferiour, he cannot do all the evil he will ; and Qzatenns 
Evil, he will not do all the good he can, 
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They that leap five or fix yards ; that ſpeak Tongues they never- 
leaned; that foretel things to come ; that are [tronger then four or fi. - 
men ; that fly, or ſtand in the Air; or run up Walls without uſe of the.. 
Hands ; or have their Face bent quite behind them, ſo long remaining, 
Confideratis conſiderandis, mult be poſſeſſed of Spirits : but they that are 
not thus handled, may be poſſeſſed of Spirits. 

Thoſe that were in the Evangelifts po{l:fled, were not alike poſſeſſed, 

Different kinds and degrees of a thing, ſhew-it may, but do nor prove. 
that it muſt be another thing, 

It is beſt judging what may be, by what hath been; but Hiſtories 
mention divers that have been ſo poſlefled, therefore divers may be ſo 

oflefled, 
f Some are thought to be bewitched, that are-not; and ſome are thought. 
not to be bewitched, that are. 

If Mary Hall is falily poſſeſled, it doth not prove another not to be 
truly poſlefled ; orif Mary Hall be truly poſlefled, ir doth not prove 
that there are no ſuch counterfeits, 

Neither have the Imps, or Inferiour Dzmons, the power and know- 
ledge of the Superiour, to exerciſe ; nor can.the Superiout alwayes eY= 
erciſe the power and knowledge they have. | 

Neither are all Diſeaſes natural, cureable by Natural Remedies ; nor. 
2re all Diſeaſes Supernatural, incureable by Natural Remedies, _ 
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There is nothing in the Will of God, that is not 1n his Power. ; and. 
if bis Will did reſtrain Witchcraft, it were in his power to doit : But 
his Will is two-fold. 
I. Of Ordination. 


2: Oc Permiuſion. 


He ordains Good, and ſuffers Evil. | 
It is lawful to uſe all the means ordained of God to cure VVitch- 


craft, but all the means that are uſed to cure V Vitchcraft, are not or- 
dainzd of God; and cure only by his permiſſion, who brings good out 
of all evil. | 

"Neither have the Dzmons licence from God to hurt whom they 
pleaſe,nor have the V Vitches licence from their Dzmons to cure whom 
they will. | 

All that are bewitched, are handled after ſome extream or ftrange 
way, or both ; but all that are handled after ſome extream and ftrange 
way, are not bewitched. 

All that cauſe Preternatural Sickneſs, through the power of the De- 
vil, be VVitches ; but not all the VVitches' that be, for ſome cauſe 
Duabolical Sickneſſes, and ſome cure them (called White Witches) 
and ſome both, ; 

PÞirits frequently work without, but ſometimes by, but then com- 
monly above the power of Natural Cauſes, or means, 

Thoſe that deny any powers or influences, to be here in or upon Na- 
tural chings, from any other then natural and common Cauſes, deny 
any thing to be ſupernatural ; and conſequently muſt conclude that God 
could make the order, progreſs, and nature of this World, and its con- 
tents, no otherwiſe then what it is; and to goon, a& and alter. by no 
other Cauſes, Methods, or V Vayes, then what we ſee commonly to 
be. 

. Therefore whatſoever Sapernatural and Spititnal may be proved to 
ariſe from the common force,and uſual order of natural things, is there- 
by p:oved to be Natural ; and whatſoever cannot be ſolved by the ordi- 
nary force, and uſual courſe of any Natural Cauſes, 1s thereby proved 


Supernatural and Spiritual. 


There was Printed laft year, about two ſheets of Paper, concerning 
two poſſeſſed or bewitched ; the one was James Barrow of Olaves South- 
wark,, whoſe condition was writ by his Father, to whom did divers in 
witneſs accord : He was almoſt two years poſſeſſed, of five Evil Spirits, 
and was at laſt diſpoſſeſſed by conſtant prayer, at which the Devils roar. 


ed, and wzre tormented, ſo that they went out of him, not in any viſi. 
ble 
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ble ſhape, but as it were with Belches, and like Suffocation : He was 
ſometimes dumb for long time; ſomerimes ſtark mad, ſometimes beat 
himſelf, and endeavoured to make himſelf away ; trange noiſes were 
heard in him, ſinging and curſing were ſometimes preſent ; He ſaid, 
at firſt like a Rat came to him ; the Imp of the Witch, or the V Vitch 
her ſelf might ſo transform her ſelf ; And ſome imagine, that Nebuchad- 
yez.2ar Was transformed into the ſhape of an Ox, (ſee Dar.g. 33.36.) and 
that, that ſaying, He eat Graſs likg an Or, ſhould be Tranſlated, He 
eat Graſs, being like an Ox, ar in the likeneſs of an Ox, 


The other Relation, in that Paper of Hannah Crump of Warwick , had 
nothing extraordinary, but the Symptoms of madneſs, yer might be 
bewitched : They went to one in W1»cheſter Park, in Southwark, to un- 
bewitch her, he asked, Five pond ; for (ſaid he) / an not ſure to cure 
her, and if 1 do, if I cannot be ftrong enough for the Witch, after I have 
taken the affiiction from the Maid, 1 muſt ear it my ſelf ; butif 1 can be 
ſtrong enough for the witch, ſhe muſt bear it, until ſhe diſpoſe of it to ſome 
other, for none of her Famuliars will bear 3t Y Doubtleſs Spirits are loth 
to 20 out of the poſleſſed ; and the Evangeliſts ſhews ſome reaſon, ſay- 
ing, When the unclean S pirit goeth out of any man, he waxdreth up and down, 
ſeeking reſt, and findeth none; and then he taketh counſel of a grea*er 
number of foul Spirits, and they poſleſs the ſame party again, or oth...
